Three Vessels Are Desoyed by 
Terrific Gale Which Sweeps 
Lake Michigan 


MALTIMORE GOES DOW 
- WITH THIRTEEN SOULS 


Zéghtere and Their Crews Find 
Graves in the Lake—Schooner 
Montgomery Has Gone to 
Pieces — Woman and 
Boy Among Lost. 


Tawas, Mich., May 24.—The wooden 
gteamer Baltiniore foundered in Lake Hu- 
ron near Au Sable this morning and 
twelve of her crew of fourteen were 
drowned. The men were washed about 
in the lake for several hours lashed to 
a piece of wreckage and were finally 
picked up by the tug Columtta. George 
McGinnis, a deckhand, one of the res- 
cued, went crazy from his experience. 
The other survivor, Thomas Murphy, of 
M'lwaukee, second engineer, was able to 
teli the story of the dis2ster.

Both rails 
forward broke in two just aft the for- 
ward deck house, and we knew thaf it 
was only a few minutes before the steam- 
er would go to pieces. 

“It is every man for himself now,” 
shouted Captain Place. The look of de- 
spair on Mrs. Place's face was some- 
thing I shall never forget. It was awful. 
I took the captain’s advice and every 
man started to save himself as best he 
could. 

One Man Crazed. 
ome of the boys took to the rigging, 
but MoGinnis and I lashed ourselves to a 
ting bolt in a piece of the after cabin 
and were washed overboard shortly after- 
wards. 

“The strain was too much for McGinnis 
and he went crazy before we had been} 
in the water very long. He tried to throw 
me off the wreckage, but I talked to 
him and encouraged him to hold _ on. 
Twice he got loose and tried to drown 
us both. but each time I succeeded in 
quieting him. I told him a boat was 
coming to take us off, and then I would 
get him tied fast again. 

“The Columbia finally came along and 
picked us up just as I was about to give 
up hope. I am afraid all the rest of the 
crew were drowned, including Mrs. 
Place.”’ 

Murphy was in the water from 8 o’clock 
this morning until 2 o’clock this after 
noon. 

Lighters Lost. 

The tug Columbia, of Detroit, with a 
government steam dredge and two loaded 
lighters for the Soo, was caught in the 
storm. The lighters and dredge weré lost, 
parting their six-inch cable. The crew 
of six men is missing. While searching 
today for her tow the Columbia pitked 
up two men from the Baltimore on a raft, 
They were almost dead and were taken 
to East Tawas. Another man was on the 
raft, but wag lost, despite the efforts to 
save him. 

The schooner Montmorency, which went 
aground on the Charity islands several 
days ago, has gone to pieces. Her crew 
left her Thursday. The Tawas life sav- 
ing crew made a trip to her at midnight 
and rowed eighteen miles in the storm 
and against the wind,;~but found no one 
abroad. The Columbia picked up: her 
dredge tonight, but the lighters and the 
expensive machinery they carried and the 
six men are: still missing. The wind is 
now going down. 


- Schocner Goes Ashore. 

Boca Raton, Fia., May 2#4.—The fishing 
schooner Valiant, of Nassau, N. P., is 
ashore at Boca Raton. She was caught 
in the gale of last Wednesday and both 
her masts had to be cut away. Her crew 
of twelve negroes got ashore in their 
boats.

Dowie and Disciples: To. Answer 
- for Woman's Death, 


PRAYED FOR THEIR PATIENT 


And While the Prayers Were Being 
Uttered Mrs. Judd Burst Blood 
Vessel and Passed Away. 
Death Was Due to 
Neglect. 


Chicago, Mav 24.—John Alexander 
Dowie, the ‘faith healer,’’ was placed 
under arrest here today pursuant to the 
action of the coroner’s jury, which de- 
clared him ‘‘criminally responsible for the 
death of Mrs. Lucy Judd. H. Worthing 
Judd, a disciple of Dowie and husband 
of the victim, was placed under arrest, 
having appeared at the criminal court 
building in company with his superior. 
Henrika Brutsch and Mary B. Spencer, 
“maternity’’ nurses, who were at Mrs. 
Judd’s bedside when she died, were ar- 
rested last night and later released un- 
der bonds. 

Mrs. Judd died a week ago after six- 
teen hours of suffering. Her infant also 
died. She was a member of Dowie’s con- 
gregation and, it is claimed, did not ask 
for medical attendance. While Dowie and 
his elders and the nurses were praying 
Mrs. Judd, according to the verdict of 
~*~siclans who had an autopsy, burst a 
blood vessel owing to intense pain. The 
doctors said that the treatment given by 
the medaital practitioners would certainly 
have saved her ).e. 

After listening to this testimony the 


ine to the evidence in the case of Mrs. 
Mary Louise Christensen declared that 
her death was due to the neglect of the 
authorities of Dowie’s church and urging 
the state officials to investigate the 
works of the hospital run by Dowie, 
which, it is said, is managed in defiance 
of the state laws. Steps will also be 
taken to prosecute some of the nurses 
and ‘‘deacons’’ in charge of the place for 
practicing medicine without a license. 

Mrs. Christensen was burned in her 
dwelling and so severely injured that she 
died some days later. No medical attend- 
ance was given her, but evidence was 
brought out to the effect that the burns 
had been treated with vaseline. and al- 
though the Dowleites' declaim’ against 
antiseptic precautions insisting that there 
is no such things as infection, it was 
admitted today that the bandages used | 
in treatire the woman had been carefully 
boiled. The matter of the hospital will 
be brought before the state board of 
health.

of the child. He said that Mr. Dowie had 
also forwarded money to pay for a plot 
in which to bury the infant.

It is true, 
Mexico has not been popular with her 
southern neighbors for several years, but 
it is thought in spite of this President 
Diaz’s personal influence will be strong 
enough to reconcile the Latin-American 
countries for a conference, now that the 
attention of the whole world is being 
called to the discord existing among peo- 
ples that should be on friendly terms. 
President Diaz, it is known, is quite as 
eager as President McKinley to bring 
about a harmonious understanding be- 
tween the nations of the new world, and 
the views of the leaders of thought in the 
United States are playing a prominent 
part.

Nor Can Odd Fellows Get Through

SAY UNITED PRESBYTERIANS 


Secret Orders Are Put on the Spit by 
the General Assembly at Des 
Moines. 


Des Moines, Ia., May 24.—The important 
topic today before the United Presbyte- 
rian general assembly was revision of the 
creed which provides that no member of 
any secret society can be a member of the 
church. A vote was not reached. The 
Masonic and Odd Fellows orders were 
special objects of attack, one delegate 
going so far as to say he believed no 
member of a secret society could ever 
reach heaven. 

Dr. James Crowe, of Philadelphia, was 
particularly bitter against the Masonic 
order, and called the exercises of the 
lodges ‘‘worshipping without Christ.” 
Rev. J. M. Wallace thought some mem- 
bers of some societies might be admitted 
to the church, but wished to exclude Ma- 
sons. 

Negro Methodists Snub Washington. 

Harrisburg, Pa., May 24.—By a vote of 
101 to 7 the Philadelphia conference of the 
African Methodist Episcopal church, 
which is holding its annual session in 
this city. today struck from the secreta- 
ry’s report the reference in the speech 
of C. W. Justin Carter, of Harrisburg, to 
Booker T. Washington as “ong of the 
greatest negroes in the world.”’

QUEEN VICTORIA’S BIRTHDAY. 


Anniversary Was Generally Ob- 
served Throughout England. 
London, May &4.—King Edward pre- 
sented a new color to the Scotch Guards 
in the varade today. Subsequently his 
majesty witnessed the ceremony of troop- 
ing the color, so long associated with the 
anniversary of the birth of Queen Vic- 

toria. 

Queen Alexandra, the duke and duchess 
of Fife and the duke of Cambridge wit- 
nessed the function from a window over- 
looking the parade ground, whch was 
thronged with a fashionable gathering, 
including United States Ambassador 
Choate and Mrs. Choate, Henry White, 
the secretary of the embassy, and Com- 
mander Richardson Clover the ‘United 
States naval attache, and Mrs. Clover. 

The approach of the king, who was sur- 
rounded by a brilliant cavalcade of the 
adjutant’s staff and the foreign military 
attaches, including Major Edward Cas- 
satt, of the United States embassy, was 
signaled by rounds of cheers, and as Pie 
royal cortege reached the saluting point 
the massed bands of the guards played 
the national anthem. The king, who wore 
the uniform of a colonel of the Scots 
guards, inspected the line of troops and 
returned to the saluting point, where the 
ceremony of the presentation of the color 
proceeded. 

Subsequently the guards marched past 
and the ceremony terminated. 

There was a general observance of 
Queen Victoria’s birthday.The law courts 
and government offices were closed, the 
pupils of the various schoois had a holi- 
day and there were the usual ringing 
of bells and the figure of salutes at Wind- 
sor and at the military and naval sta- 
tions.

Assembly Declares That Confession 


Needs No Tinkéritig, and That 
It Would Be Unwise To 
Encourage Agitation 
of the Question.

Little Rozk, Ark., May 24.—The South- 
ern Presbyterian general assembly this 
efternoon refused to adopt the catechism 
on the nature and government of the 
church as reported by the committee ap- 
pointed ons year ago. Ft was ordered that 
the catechism be sent down to the pres- 
byteries for criticism with instructions to 
return it to the ad interim committee by 
February 1, 1902. 

The assembly divide@ the synod of Mis- 
sissippi into the synods of Missessippi and 
Louisiana on stat2 lNnes. The synod of 
Memphis was divided. and the synod of 
Tennessee created. 

After a lengthy debate, the assembly 
@irected the exécutive committee on pub- 


| ileations to select a field superintendent 


for Sabbath school work. The assembly 
adopted the recommendation of the com- 
mittee on the Bible causé, reminding pas- 
tors and churches that the collection for 
the Bible society on che third Sabbath in 
October or some other more convenient 
Gay is embraced in the assembly’s scheme 


of beneficence, and should regularly and | 


faithfully be attended to. 
Amendment Added. 

It was ordered that the following. 
amendment to the book of the church be 
sent to the presbyteries for thejr advice 
and consent, with the recommendation 
that it be adopted: 

“Provided, further, That in the case 
of a synod composed of only three presby- 
teries, any seven ministers. representing 
any two presbyteries, together with the 
ruling elders, shall be: a quorum.”’’ 

The standing committee’s report today: 
cn ministerial relief. recommends pro- 
viding a fund for the relief oF pressing 
reeds of djisabled mamistters “and. their 


families; that colleétions be solicited from 


the churches during July, «and that an 
earnest effort be made to raise not Jess 
than $20,000, and that all ministers whose 
names are on the presbyteries’ rolls, 
whether laboring at home or in the 
foreign tield, shall be eligible to the bene- 
fits of the funds, and that the following 
executive committee of ministerial relief 
be elected: Revs. Russel Cectl, D.D., 
chairrran;: R. P. Kerr, D.D., Joy Wither- 
spoon, D.D., G. Calvin Stewart, D.D., 
George R. Cannon, John S. Munce, C. D. 
Laws, S. H. Hawes, J. N. Cuttingworth 
and W. R. Miller, the committce beinz 
empowered to elect 2 secretary, who shall 
aiso act as treasurer. 

In the discussion on the report the need 
of a change from the nresent system was 
accentuated, the daily allowance to dis- 
abled ministers at present being only 27 
cents. There was some opposition to the 
création of a new committee for. the re- 
lief work on the ground that the work 
could te handled by other committees. 
The question has not yet been finally dis- 
posed of. 

Stands by Their Creed. 

At tonight’s session of the Southern 
Presbytearian assembly majority and 
minority reports from the special com- 
mittee on the ‘“‘elect infant’”’ clause were 
submitted. Judge S. P. Greene, of Fort 
Worth, Tex., presented the minority re- 
port, which recommended that the fol- 
lowing be sent down to the presbyteries 
for their concurrence: 

“That section 3, chapter 10, of the Con- 
féession of Faith be amended by — 
the words ‘nothing in this section shal 
be understood as holding or teaching the 
possibility of the damnation of an infant 
dying in infancy. Our chureh does not 
hold, nor ever has held, such doctrine.’ ”’ 

The minority report was rejected by 
the assembly and the majority report 
presented by Rev. F. R. Beattie, of 
Louisville, Ky., was adopted. The ma- 
jority report rescinds the order of the 
last general assembly to print in every 
edition of the Confession of Faith there- 
after an explanatory footnote regarding 
infants dying in infancy, but the report 
states that this action is:in no way to be 
taken as modifying the answer made to 
the overtures in the last assembly. 

Concerning overtures from _ various 
synods and presbyteries as to the salva- 
tion of infants dying in infancy the ma- 
jority report as adopted tonight recom- 
mends that no action be taken, for the 
following reasons: 

‘1. Because it is unwise to initiate at 

this time the agitation of this question 
among the people. 
, “2. Because no modification that does 
not eliminate scriptural Calvanism from 
this section of the confession will obvi- 
ate the objection which comes from Ar- 
minian sources. 

‘$8. Because the Westminster Confes- 
sion of faith is the first great creed 
which taught the salvation of infants dy- 
ing in nfancy on truly scriptural 
grounds. 

‘4. Because the confession of faith in 
this section does not teach the damnation 
of any infant dying in infancy, for the 
reason that the contrast made in it is not 
between elect and nun-elect infants dying 


in infancy. but between elect persons’ 


who die in infancy and elect persons who 
do not die in infancy. 

‘5. Because, while we 
grounded hope, 
that all infants 


have'a well 
founded on _ scripture, 
dying in infancy are 


saved, yet the confession of faith goes.

‘Northern Presbyterians Seom Bent 
on Changing the Confession. 


MOTION TO DISMISS IS LOST 


Vote Seems To Indicate Large Ma- 
jority in Favor of New 
Creedal Statement. 


Philadelphia, May 24.—The Presbyte- 
rian general assembly, ty a vote which 
showed conclusively that a revision of 
the confession of faith is desired by the 
church, today @efeated the amendment 
dismissing the Whole subject offered yes- 
terday by Rev. George D. Baker. of Phil- 
adelphia. The assembly decided by an 
overwhelming majority to continue con- 
sideration of the great question after two 
days of debate, during which leading ex- 
ponents of the Presbyferian doctrine 
throughout the country thoroughly ana- 
lyzed the creed and gave their reasons 
for their positions regarding the subject. 
At the opening of tl@: aftefmoon session 
the general assembly decided to vote on 
the ‘amendment at 4:30 o’clock and 
speeches were limited to ten minutes, 
The time, however, was extended in order 
to give a number of commissioners who 
wished to be heard an opportunity of 
speaking. 

The principal addresses of the day were 
made by Rey. Dr. John DeWitt in the 
morning and Rey. Dr. Charles A. Dickey 
closing the debate. Dr. DeWitt favored 
dismissal, declaring that though there 
might be slight divergence of opinion on 
the confession, the church was united on 
the word of God. 

Dr. Dickey took a decided stand against 
dismissal. He said as the question of re- 
vision was not before the assembly no 
evil could result from a further consid- 
eration of the committee’s report. 

‘Dr. W. H. Roberts made a plea for a 
declarative statement asserting the su- 
premacy of holy scripture as the only 
source of doctrine; that the system of 
the confession is the same as holy scrip- 
ture teaches. and that infants are saved 
by God’s electing grace. 

The discussion at times was lively, but 
without bitterness. 

Debate on Revision. 

Great throngs were present when the 
debate on creed revision was resumed to- 
day. After the disposition of a few minor 
matters, Rev. Dr. Davia 8. Kennedy, of 
Allegheny, Pa., yielded the floor to Mr. 
E, Cc. Humphrey, of Louisville, who 
signed the minority report with Dr. Mc- 
Kibben., | 

Mr. Humphrey urged the elimination 
from the committee's report of ‘the clause 
recommending a brief summary of the re- 
formed faith bearing the same relation to 
the confession which the shorter cate- 
chism bears to the larger catechism and 
formed on the general model of the con- 
census creed. He claimed it meant prac- 
tically a new creed and should not. be 
concurred in, as the presbyteries did not 
desire a new confession. 

Dr. Kennedy followed with an argu- 
ment against revision. The way to break 
down the confession finally, he said, is to 
keep on making hoies in it. 

“We stand united on the confession,”’ 
continued Dr..Kennedy. ‘It is construct- 
ed from beginning to end to be used for 
scientific purposes. It is-the Constitution 
of our church. We are not considering a 
popular creed, but the fundamental prin- 
ciples of our own organization. The con- 
fession has been charged with falling to 
truthfully present the belief of the 
church. No one forced us to sign that 
confession. We did not sign it:in igno- 
rance, and I am sure not one of us sign- 
ed it dishonestly. 

“T repudiate the statement that the 
confession does not set forth the man 
side and personality of the Holy Spirit.” 

This brought Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson 
to his feet. 

“T beg your pardon,” he said, “‘but if 
you refer to me, I did not say that.”’ 

. Kennedy replied that while he 
might have misunderstood, Dr. Johnson’s 
words, he had received that impression. 

Believes All Infants Elect. 


Rev. Dr. J. E. Moffatt, of Cumberland, 
Md., appealed for a change that would 
give more evidence of truth. 

“The confession,’’ he said, “is a man- 
made constitution, but is 1rHt the word 
of God: and we are not discussing the 
word of God. If this question is voted 
down by this assembly it will come to 
the front again until we give the church 
what it demands. I want to see side by 
side two great truths. First, the sover- 
eignty of God, and above all, His election 
of man; and secondly, the freedom of 
man to choose. I believe that G 
elected all infants to salvation.’”’ 

Dr. John DeWitt, of Princeton univer- 
sity, was next recognized by the mod- 
erator. There was a disposition ‘by some 
of the commissioners to close the de- 
bate. As Dr. DeWitt took the platform 
there were cries of ‘‘Question.’’ 

The Princeton professor paid a tribute 
to the high character of the debate, which 
has thus far been free from acrimony 
and sarcasm. He said there was no 
danger of a division in the church, and 
he wanted it to go out to the world that 
no matter how they may differ on the 
Westminster confession, they stand unit- 
ed on the word of God: He spoke on the 
consistency of the beliefs of the church 


which has stuck’ closer to the doctrines 


of the reformation than any other church, 

Union, he said, is the fundamental prin- 
ciple of the church, which stands with- 
out a fissure, without a crack. 

Dr. DeWitt said he belonged to what 
is known as the fourth party. The-first 
party, he said, emphasizes a new sum- 
mary of the confession; the second ‘em- 
phasizes amendments to certain specific 
sections; the third wants a declaratory 
or explanatory statement. The fourth 
emphasizes ‘‘our noble declaratory state- 
ment which is now in our possession 
and which will solve the entire ques- 
tion.”’ 

Calls It Monstrous. 

Dr. DeWitt said he wa not an obstruc- 
tionist. His proposition was that the as- 
sembly stand on its right and assert the 
great, noble, liberal term of subscription, 
The speaker, in referring to the proposed 
eredal statement, said it proposed that 
some one be given carte: blanche to tell 
us what we are to do without furthér in- 
struction from the church. He regarded 
it as the most monstrous proposition ever 
propounded to a reformed church. 

President J. D. Moffatt, of Washington 
and Jefferson university, said he belong- 
ed, like Dr. DeWitt, to the fourth party, 
yet he was opposed to dismissing the en- 
tire matter, while Dr. DeWitt was in fa- 
vor of such action. He did not know 
whether he was a revisionist or not, be- 
cause there was no. specific proposition 
before the assembly. He advocated the 
acceptance of recommendation B, and un- 
til the committee makes Its report in ac- 
cordance to that recommendation, he did 
not know where he stood. The recom- 
mendation, he said, asks that another 
committee be appointed and it be in- 
ucted to prepare a brief summary of

TRIED TO MURDER GIRL. 


BUT JENKINS FAILED 
AND BLEW OUT BRAINS 


KILLED WOMAN 
~ AND SLEW SELF 


Suicide Follows Close on the 
Heels of Murder, 


SLAYER CHARGED SLANDER 


Woodhull Alleged Miss Williamson 
Talked About Him and Caused 
His Fiancee To Refuse To 
Marry Him—Was Prob- 
ably Crazy. 


New York, May %4.—William Woodhull, 
a farmer residing at Laurel, Long Island, 
shot and killed Martha Williamson, a 
neighbor, last night and then committed 
suicide. 

Miss Williamson and her brother went 
out driving last evening and did not re- 
turn until about midnight. On arriving 
home the brother helped his sister to 
alight and then drove around to the barn 
in the rear of the house. The William- 
son home is directly opposite Wood- 
hull’s house. As Miss Williamson walked

me place of conceal- 
ment and fired at her with & revolver. 

The brother heara the noise of the 
shooting and ran from the barn to the 
front of the house to find his sister lying 
dead on the ground. 

As soon’as he had fired the shot, Wood- 
hull rushed across the road to his own 
house, ran to his bedroom and lay down 
on the bed and then sent a bullet into 
his own brain. 

Woodhull wags twenty-séven years old 
and his wictim was about forty-five. It 
is said that Woodhull had often asserted 
that Miss Williamson had been circulat- 
ing stories about him and the young lady 
he expected to marry. He had been 
heard, ft ts said, to denounce her-in_ vig- 
lent terms and to utter threats against 
her life. It is stated@-that on several oc- 
casions he said he would shoot the wo- 
man if she did not stop talking about 
him. 

Miss Delsie Newton, of Sayville, L. I., 
the young woman who was engaged to 
Woodhull, said she was not surprised at 
the tragedy. She said that the reason she 
had broken her engagement to marry 
Woodhull was that he had acted in such 
a pecular way at times she became afraid 
of him. It is three years, she said, since 
they were engaged. Since she dismissed 
him he had written a number of strange 
letters to her. Miss Newton would not 
say just what the letters contained, but 
she said they seemed to be the emana- 
tions of a disordered mind. 

Miss Newton and her family believe 
that Woodhull held Miss Williamson re- 
sponsible for the breaking of the engage- 
ment. Miss Newton and her brother were 
great friends of the murdered woman, and 
it was at Miss Williamson’s house that 
Woodhull first met Miss Newton.

"GOD HELP MY MOTHER,” 
WROTE DESPERATE MAN 


Jenkins Was Trying To Throw 
Girl Out of Window, but Po- 
liceman Appeared and He 
Killed Himself—Story 
of the Girl. 


Philadelphia, May 24.—A sensational at- 
tempt at murder and suicide took place 
at a hotel tonight when John A. Jenkins, 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., attempted to kill a 
young woman named Mae Barber, of this 
city, and then blew his brains out while 
in the grasp of a policeman. 

The couple registered at the hotel this 
evening as man and wife. Two ‘etters 
were found in the room, one written by 
the young woman and the other by Jenk- 
ins. The young woman says she was forced 
to write her letter at the point of a pistol. 
It was addressed to her landlady on North 
Thirteenth street, and read as follows: 

“Kindly look after my body and pay 
the insurance. They have failed to call 
for it. The money ts in the bureau draw- 
er. You may keep some of my things 
and give the remander to Hannah A. 
Neber, 1700 South Second street. Give me 
a good burial. God bless you. Jack and 
I die in love and in the triumph of love’s 
death. Lovingly, MAE. 

“219 North Thirteenth street.”’ 

Warning to Young Men. 

The address given is where the girl 
boarded. The letter left by Jenkins, who 
is said to live at 236 Prospect place, 
Brooklyn, was prefaced by a verse of 
poetry. This was followed by the words, 
“Kindly notify my brother in law, John 
I. Murphy, of this happy event, No. 265 
Prospect place, Brooklyn, N. Y. This is 
the ultimate result of gambling and a 
dissipated life, and is a warning to young 
men, JOHN A. JENKINS.” 

This was followed by more poetry and 
then came the following: 

“God help my mother. This creature 
has ruined my life and I am putting her 
out of the business to save other men.” 

It was just about midnight when 
screams were hedrd coming ‘from. the 
fourth floor of the hotel. A woman was 
seen to be hanging by her dress out of 
the window. A policeman ran up stairs 
and met a man rushing down. He 
grasped him and was returning with him 
up the stairs when the man- suddenly 
drew a revolver from his hip pocket and 
blew out his own brains. Leaving the 
prostrate man on the stairs, the officer 
and several hotel servants went to the 
room from the window of which the wo- 
man was hanging and drew her in.’ As 
soon as she saw she Was saved she faint- 
ed. Jenkins’s body was sent to the morgue 
and Miss Barber was sent to the Central 
police station. 

Statement by Girl. 

Miss Barber made a statement saying 
Jenkins threatened to either shoot her or 
throw her out of the window. 

“He said he could not live without me 
and that I would be dead before 12 o'clock, 
I pleadexi with him to spare my life. But 
he was obdurate. Placing the pistol at 
my head he forced me to write at his 
dictation the letter to my landlady. Then 
I thought I might save my life by resort- 
ing to strategy. I asked him for one 
drink before I died and he ordered beer, 
When the waiter appeared with the bot- 
tle I sprang to the window and attempt- 
ed to jump out into the street. My dress 
caught and held me and then I knew no 
more.”’ 

Jenkins was about thirty-three years of 
age and Miss Barber twenty-three. She 
wos handsome and dressed well. She is 
said to be a waitress in the restaurant 
of a large department store in this city.

TOUCHES CITY GOVERNMENT 


He Declares Chief of Police Need 
Not Hold Men at the Station 
To Protect Him, as He 
Will Take Care of 
Himself. 


Savannah, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)—Sam 
Jones preached to an imméhse crowd to- 
night, and great throngs crowded ‘for- 
ward seeking salvation.* Among other 
things the preacher said: 

“The time has come when the preachers 
of the world must stand by the book of 
God and preach a heaven of cternal joy 
and bliss and a hell of eternal punishment 
and damnation. I've never preached a 
word that I“haven’t meant. You've got 
little dudes in pulpits in this city who 
say that there’s no eternal punishment. 
A preacher who don’t preach the gospel 
is a worse power for evil than the saloon 
keeper. He is worse than.an infidel, for 
an infidel has not the power of the } reach- 
er to exert over those who are under his 
influence. Some of these little persons 
are going around here to dances-and to 
wine suppers, and they are iJoing more 
harm than the dirtiest saloonkcepers in 
the city. Some of you sitting away back 
there on a back seat will say, ‘Prother 
Jones is hitting my pastor now.’ Say, 
sis, if I am you'd better pick wp your 
bonnet and get right out of that church, 
or that old decayed thing will fall down 
on you. God give us ministers who will 
preach the word of God.” 

“‘Amen,’’ said one of the preachers sit- 
ting on the platform and there was a fer- 
vor in the word. 

“There they are,’’ said Mr. Jones. 
“Those country preachers are still Dack- 
ing me. I can count .on them. God be 
thanked for the backers, And don’t you 
people hear to anything else than the 
straight gospel. If your preacher preaches 
anything else than the Bible, vou know 
you ion’t believe in him yourself. You've 
got no faith in him. 

“T believe Savannah has talked and 
thought more about religion in the last 
ten days than it had in the last ten years 
before I came. But it was not Tt who 
caused it, but the power of God. Y have 
been but the instrument in His hands to 
strike to the hearts of the people and 
make them awake to the evils that are 
in the city. Why has Sam Jones caused 
all this row? It’s because it’s the devil 
in this town that’s stirred up.. When 
the devil gets stirred un the people -who 
“ure backing him are golng to shoot back 
at the power that does the atirrine. “They 
have nothing against mé personally. Mey 
ain’t mad with me. If they were mad 
with me. they’d have-bdeen up to that 
hotel and licked me three times a day. 
Bverybody’s talking about religion. They 
are talking about Sam Jones. Some are 
discussing him and are leaving off the 
‘dis.. And what are they russin’ me 
about? Why something I safd at Way- 
cross. What have you got to do with 
what TI said at Waycross, you old blear- 
eved idiot, you? What do you care about 
Waycross, anyhow? Ain’t Waycross able 
to take care of itself? It's got 4.000 peo- 
ple in it,-and it goks to me like that 
ought to be a big enough crowd to git 
along without you. But here you come, 
talking about getting up a specia] train 
to go down there and help ’em out. Help 
‘em against a little, sallow, 140-pound 
preacher! You ain’t got no sense, you 
ain't. | 

*“‘Down there at that station house they 
are still holding policemen to give me 
protection. The chief of police says he’s 
running this police force. He’s telling a 
lie when he says it. Everybody in this 
town knows that the mayor, who has a 
conscience as ‘big as a balloon, runs this 
police force. The chief running it? It’s 
running him. He’s running -it like a 
wheelbarrow runs a nigger. You've seen 
a wheelbarrow doing that, haven’t you? 

“Yes, sir, he keeps™those policemen 
penned up there until after o'clock. 
Then he turns ‘em loose and says: ‘You 
kin go now, boys; Sam’s done.”’ 

“Let ’em adjourn right now if they 
think they are staying down there for 
my protection. I don’t need protection 
and I don’t want protection. I’ve told 
"em time and again I don’t want it. Let 
him turn the policemen loose and if any 
hoodlums come round here raising any 
disturbance we'll make ’em meat for the 
buzzards. Hear me! Whoever’s running 
this police force, certainly the chief ain’t; 
even Bascom don’t believe he is.: Why, I 
haven’t seen your chief of police riding 
up Bull street since I cut off a joint of 
his tail.

Roberta L. Wolf, director of the 
work of the Atlanta Colored Kindergarten 
Association, will be present with twenty 
of the children and will show by a talk 
and demonstrations the meaning of kin- 
dergarten work. The president of the

At 8 o’clock at night the princtpal ses- 
sion will be held. The conference will 
address itself to a stud of the condition 
and needs of the-negro public schools.

R. L. Smith will report on the schools 
of Texas, H. L. Walker on the school 
of Augusta, Principal E. L. Chew on the 
schools of Atlanta, and Lena Epps on 
the schools of Macon. Rev. 8. C. Gordon, 
ef the Congo Free State, will talk on 
mission schools, and the county school 
problem will be discussed by H. A. Burge 
and L. B. Norris. George A. Towns will 
read a paper on the general problem and 
charts and statistics will be exhibited and 
explained by the corresponding secretary, 
Dr. W. E. B. DuBois. 

The negro conference wags founded by 
President Horace Bumstead, of the uni- 
versity, in 1896, and it has for its study 
certain limited aspects’ of the various 
negro problems. In 1896 the mortality of 
negroes was studied, in 1897 it made @ 
study of the condition of thé negro in 
cities, in 1898 the efforts of negroes in 
various lines of social betterment was 
discussed, and the following year it in- 
stituted the first meeting of negro busi- 
ness men and published detalled statistics 
of their enterprises. From this resulted 
the meeting of negro business men in 
Boston last year and the league of which 
Booker T. Washington is president. Last 
year the careers of all negro graduates 
from northern and southern colleges were 
studied, together with their occupations, 
property, etc.

contract was authorized between the 
Charleston Light and Water Company, 
acting for the city, an‘ the American 
_Pipe Manufacturing Company; of Phila- 
. delphia, for a new water supply system 
_for Charleston, which shall provide 5,000,- 
000 gations daily. Water for the new 
_ system will be brought here from Goose 
creek, a distance of eleven miles, and 
‘the deal tonight wipes out the big’ under- 
-taking by which municipal ownership was 
p-anned. Work on the new plant will 
begin within thirty days and will be 
completed within one year. The svpply 
which the Philadelphia company has 
agreed to furnish wil be amply sufficient 
for all the needg of the city, and will 
afford protection against fire which is 
not maintained now. The: rental to be 
paid by the city is $42,000 annually.

Young arolinian Arrested at 
Charleston.

and sent home. Sharpe was arrested. The 
girl gave the name of Viola Adams, and

When it was learned yesterday 
that the girl had a good streak of negro 
blood and was not really white, excuses 
were made by the persons who caused 


Sharpe's arrest. and the case has been 


dropped. The girl’s identity was not dis- 
covered until the newspaper account of 
her trouble was read at her former home

Fitzgerald, Ga., to be tried for bigamy.

Rations Distributed by the J ackson- | 


ville Relief Association. 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 24.—The Relief 
Association today distributed 3,00 rations 
and gave away clothing to 350 people. 
Two weeks azo 12,320 people. were fed and 
half that number clothed. There is plenty 
of work in the city now for all laboring 
men, and as soon as mechanics are sup- 
plied with tools there will be ng reason 
why every man able to handle a tool of 
any kind cannot find employment. 

The sanitary committee and the city 
health auinorities are working to dis- 
cover all the drains which have been laid 
open by the fire and close them up to pre- 


vent the escape of sewer gas. 

All the military companies have been 
relieved from duty with the exception of 
the local companies. The seamen infan- 
try of-the revenue cutters Forward and 
Hamilton will be relieved from shore 
duty on Monday, and will go aboard their 
vessels, which, however, will lie in the 
river until further orders.

| PRICES ARE FULLY DISCUSSED’ 


Agreement on Prices Amceng the 
Planters Now Appears To’ Be 
Impossible.

Jackson, Miss., May 24.—(Special.)—Con- 
siderable speculation is being indulged in 
by outsiders concerning the object and 
purpose of the recent conference of the 
leading cotton seed oi] mill mgnagers of 
Mississippi in Vicksburg a day or s0 
since. The meeting has attracted no 
small amount of attention on account of 
the fact tnat the ofl men are now under a 
fierce calcium light by reason of the pro- 
ceedings brought by the attorney gen- 
feral charging thém with violating the 
anti-trust law by conspiring to reguiate 
and control the price of cotton seed. — 

Cotton® seed prices weré discussed at 
the Vicksburg gathering, but the oil mill 
men are not communicative as to the con- 
clusions reached. It is admitted to be the 
intention of the mill managers to protect 
their business interests in spite of all the 
anti-trust laws in creation; and the views 
expressed concerning recently enacted 
Mississippi statutes by these gentlemen 
are rather too switry for publication. 

Not an oil mill in Mississippi 
money during the season brought to a 
close several weeks ago. In fact, 90 per 
cent of the milis in operation jost money, 
and several mills were not in operation 
at all during a greater portion of the sea- 
son. In view of the experience of the 
past season, and. the exceedingly high 
prices the mills were. compelled to pay for 
seed, it is naturally to be. expected that 
they are now laying their plans to pre- 
vent a repetition of the disaster during 
the coming season. 

In some parts of the state, however, 
it will be almost an impossibility to main- 
tain an agreement on seed prices, owing 
to the lively competition between mills. 
In Jackson, for instance, there are three 
mills, and the surrounding country is lib- 
erally supplied with small mills, the ca- 
pacity of which is greater than the nor- 
mal seed supply, and high prices will 
be the inevitable result.

CASE IS A PECULIAR ONE 
Both Victims of an Assassin Were 
Shot Through the 
Heart. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 24.—(Special.)— 
Coroner Paris this afternoon ss anane a 
jury and began the investigation of the 
killing of two negro women who were 
found shot to death on their own prem- 
}ises at a late hour last night near Tenth 
street in the extreme western outskirts 
of the city. The dead women are Ella 
Yeates and Carrie Allman. Both were 
shot through the heart. The women 
moved into the house which they occu- 
pied two days prior to the shooting and 
told a néighbor that they had run away 
from their husbands. Last night a negro 
man was seen to drive up-to the house 
in.a wagon and the authorities suspect 
that he was one of the deserted husbands 
and that his purpose was to take his 
wife home. Soon after the arrival of this 
man four shots were heard and those 
who rushed to the house found the All- 
man woman lying upon the front piazza 
dead with a bullet hole in her breast. 
|The Yeates woman was found in the 
back yard some distance from the step 
and had apparently been shot in the 
back. It is supposed that she was run- 
ning away when she was shot. The po- 
lice were soon on the scene, but could 
find no trace of the murderer or mur- 
derers.

OPPOSITION BECAME FIERCE 


Alabama’s Constitutional Conven- 
tion Is Now Practically Ready 
for Real Work Cut Out for 
It. by the People of 
the State. 


——————— 


Montgomery, Ala.,. May 24.—(Special.)— 
The adoption of a resolution providing for 
a stenographic report of its proceedings 
cost the constitutional convention a two- 
hour debate this morning. A favorable 
report was presented by Governor Oates 
from the committee having the matter in 
charge. A single member of the commit- 
tee, John T. Ashcraft, of Lauderdale, pre- 
sented a minority report agairst the 
proposition and moved its substitution for 
the report of the majority. The chief ob- 
jections were to the expenses and to the 
lack of need for such a report. It was 
contended that many inexperienced mem- 
bers would not show up well by the side 
of others; that rash things would be said 
and spread abroad to the convention's 
hurt. Mr. Long, of Walker, enlivened the 
argument by forecasting that. twenty 
years from now a man’s enemies might 
draw this stenographic report on him, 
and he would have no way in the world 
to dodge it. The leading opponents of a 
stenographic report were: Ashcraft, Long, 
Spraggins of Madison, Heflin of Cham- 
bers, Samford of Pike anid Grear of Cal- 
houn. The scheme was championed by 
mecst of the Jeading delegates like General 
Oates, General Harrison, Captain Dent of 
Barbour, Weatherly of Jefferson, Browne 
of Talladega, Cunningham, Solie, Merill 
end Espy, and stenography won by @& 
vote of 8 to @. The contract is with Pat 
McGavley, stenographer to the state ex- 
ecutive committee, who agrees to deliver 
a thovsand printed coples of the proceed- 
ngs by 9 o’clock the next morning at $70 
dollars a day. The wrintitng is to be in 
the form of a supplement to ‘The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser. 

The other feature of the convention was 
a@ resolution by Mr. Reese, of Dallas, de- 
cClaring that the convention will submit its 
work to the people for ratification. On the 
call of the roll every delegate voted for it 
without regard to party. 

A resoluticn by Mr. Watts, to exciude 
every one from the floor except members, 
officers and reporters, went to the com- 
mittee on rules, as did a resolution to 
print 800 copies of the last democratic 
platform. 

Senator Pettus was.present, and a reso- 
tution was adopted extending to both him 
end Senator Morgan the privileges of the 
floor. The convention adjourned till Mon- 
day to give the president time to appoint 
his c« try.mittees. 

The continuing caucus on the Williams 
cese was postponed till Monday. The op- 
rosition to seating him in the caucus has 
about yielded the point. 


WERE THE ELOPERS MURDERED 


Texas Officers Alleged To 
Killed Ellesley and Girl.

Ellesley, of, McComb City, Miss., alleged 
elopers, near Elmo, there has been con- 
siderable excitement, as a result of which

officers who were attempting the arrest 
of Ellesley at the time the killing oc- 
curred, were arrested on a charge of 
murder. 

The examining trial was concluded to- 
day and the men were held in $2,000 bond 
for Parker and $5,000 for each of the 
others. The officers claim that Ellesley 
killed the girl and suicided. The prosecu- 
tion alleges the officers killed both El- 
lesley and the irl.

Extra Dividends Are Paid by Penn- 
sylvania Coal Company.

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HOW A ‘COP’ ON A WHEEL 
ARRESTED A BILLY GOAT 


,He was a goat and his name was Billy.

Brooklyn Eagle: The merit of the stock 
companies is not alone that they furnish 
good plays at reasonable prices, but that 
they extend the interest in acting far be-. 
yond the bounds of habitual patrons of 
the high-priced houses, thus building up 
a public for the theater, and eventually 
for the best the theater has to offer, far 
larger than any manager ever dreamed 
of under the old system. Vaudeville is 
not acting, and the only connection it 
has with the drama and dramatic Hter- 
ature is through one or two short dra- 
matic sketches in each bill. Many of 
these are admirable, but a sketch is not 
a play any more than a short story is 4 
novel. An exclusive diet of sketches does 
little to feed the dramatic instinct, which 
is one of the deepest in human nature. 
The stock company does feed it and de- 
velops taste. t: s not always bring 
it up to the highest standard, but it 
meets the unformed taste half way and 
gives it something to feed on. And, abdve 
all, it makes frequent theater-going pos- 
sible to people of moderate means, and 
that is the first essential to the develop- 
ment of a national theater and a dra- 
matic literature which shall be as genu- 
inely American as our fiction now is. 
Incidentally the stock theater does a 
ood deal for the actor. It does not make 
im a millionaire exactly, but a flatisa 
better home than a sleeping car, and it 
enables him to cultivate the domestic 
virtues, which are as dear to the actor as 
to anybody else when he gets a chance to 
practice them. It tends, too, to build up 
sympathy between the actors and the au- 
diences who see the same men and wo- 
men week after week in a neighborhood 
theater. Thus it breaks down the artifi- 
cial wall which surrounds the stage and 
the influence of which is bad upon people 
on both sides of the partition. In a word, 
the stock theaters are a good thing for 
everybody concerned.

Mr. Schwab on Babcock Bill. 


Philadelphia Record: One day last week 
Mr. Charles M. Schwab, president of the 
billion-dollar steel trust, spoke to some 
school boys in New York as if they were 
men, and later in the week he spoke to 
the industrial commission in Washington 
as if they were boys. 

Mr. Schwab very much gratified the 
members of the commission in telling 
them in answer to their question that the 
Babcock tariff bill would be extremely 
detrimental to the steel and iron industry. 
But how this bill in reducing duties on 
steel and iron products is to opcrate 
detrimentally upon the export trade in 
such products, which he says is rapidly 
increasing, he did not explain. That, too, 
is what nobody can understand. Since 
American steel and, iron are competing 
successfully with the foreign products in 
all the markets of the world, why did rot 
Mr. Schwab tell the industrial commis- 
sion how the Babcock bill could operate 
injuriously upon the home market”? When 
American iron and steel are sold abroud 
under. tree trade with profit, and thut jis 
not disputed. why could they not be sold 
with profit at home under free trade? Th? 
cnly reasonable answer is that repeal of 
the dutias in removing the restraints upon 
trede wovll lessen the opportunities 
which the tariff smives the trusts for ex- 
ploitirg home consumers.

Public School Problem. 

St. Louis Star: The complaint that the 
public schools are not fulfilling their func- 
tions is growing in volume every year, 
and it does seem that school boards and 
professors woud better take heed of the 
warnings and set themselves to work to 
reform matters. 

The whole trouble is that the schools 
-attempt too much, and, as a consequence, 
teach nothing thoroughly. 

Edmund Ciarence Stedman addressed a 
society of New York teachers, and did not 
hesitate to speak right out, touching his 
experience with boys fresh from the pub- 
lic schools. 

He is both poet and business man, ond, 
therefore, knows whereof he speaks. He 
has employed many boys, and was g'ad to 
say that many of them had become suc- 
cessful business men, but that did not 
alter the fact that nearly al) of them 
were deficient in knowledge of their own 
tongue when they entered his employ. 
They were fairly quick at figures as a 
rule, but hardly one had a clearly formed 
handwriting and few were even tolerable 


spellers. 

From Mr. Stedman's standpoint, the 
boys had been required in the pwubiic 
schools to waste their time on “arts and 
ologies,’’ to the neglect of the very (pun- 
d&thon of an education in their own 
mother tongue, 

Mr. Stedman very correctly remarked 
that if he had the directing of the schools 
he would pay “extreme respect to the 
three ‘Rs,’’

Academic Freedom. 


New York Mail andi Express: The old, 
set, authoritative sthcol is transformed 
by easy stages, year by year. into the 
new srecialized educational agency, while 
the great university divides into separate 
schools having fstinct functions, to 
which students resort for a given amount 
of special training. It {s a@ common no- 
tion that our Ameriean, universities pre- 
serve the tradition of aggregations of sep- 
arate “‘colleges,”’ such ag those which 
exist at Oxford or Cambridge. This is not 
at all the case. The colleges at the Eng- 
lish universities were all classical] insti- 
tutions, all having somewhat the same 
gereral purpose of cultivation, though 
each preserved its ‘own traditions and 
imparted its own flavor. The American 
universities are simply groups of special- 
ized schools—one a school of science, an- 
other a school of law, another of divinity, 
and so on—united under @ common ad- 
ministration, The smaller ‘ colleges, in 
spite of their efforts to preserve a gen- 
eral scheme of cultivation, are driven by 
the force of ‘eventg, to differentiation, to 
a.specialty in the B. deica,.0 some other 
field. Parents or .guardians generally 
choose an institutiém on account of its 
supposed fitness for the special needs of 
the student they send to it. 

To be an effective agency of this sorta 
school must certainly be harmonious fn 
its parts. Its contro] must be concrete, 
definite and undoubted. If its purpose, as 
it becomes more and more sharply defined 
‘and shaken down, ‘is not the purpose 
which the student or his guardian seeks, 
there is another sehodl easily to be found 
that will _meet the ‘demand. The school 
in which the student seeks instruction 
of a conservative sort cannot safely teacn 
radicalism, and cannot in fairness be ex- 
pected to teach it any more than the 
radical school can be expected to teach 
conservatism or the Presbyterian divinity 
school to teach Methodism. Whatever 
latitude may be allowed in certain schools 
to teachers who depart from the standard 
set by the institution, it can hardly be 
expected that the directors of institutions 
of learning in general will do otherwise 
than seek to enforce substantial harmony 
in their faculties,

Further Details About Manila 
Commissary Frauds, 


WOODRUFE NOT: IMPLICATED 


MacArthur Acquits Him of Complic- 
ity in the Frauds—Details Show- 
ing How the Officers Stole 
and Sold Govern- 
ment Supplies. 


Washington, May 24.—About six hun- 
dred pounds of Manila mail were re- 
ceived at the war department. today. The 
most important document received was 
the report of the Taft commission on the 
scheme of civil government for the Phil- 
ippines, which it is expected will be 
put into operation about July Ist if ap- 
proved by the president and secretary 
of war. The document is quite volumin- 
ous. 

The mail also brought the report of 
General MacArthur upen the investiga- 
tion made as to the connection of Colo- 
nel Woodruff and other regular commis- 
Sary officers with the frauds in the com- 
missary department. This report, it is 
understood, exonerates Colonel Woodruff, 
although some of his former subordinates 
are said to be criticised for lax methods. 

Lax State of Affairs. 


‘It appears from the official reports re- 
ceived by the department that Colone! 
Woodruff had set on foot an investiga- 
tion of the irregularities, especially those 
relating to the sales of commissary sup- 
plies, before the arrival of Major West. 
The latter began an independent investi- 
gation. When Major West became depot 
commissary he found a very lax state 
of affairs. There.were several large wdare- 
houses, mostly in charge of commissary 
sergeants, and there was no wavy of hold- 
ing these non-commissioned officers re- 
sponsibie for the property under their 
charge. Major West decided to take an 
inventory before proceeding with other 
business, but found this almost impossi- 
ble because individual stock books for 
each warehouse had not been kept un- 
der the former management. As large 
amounts of goods were being sent out 
from each warehouse daily, the opportu- 
nities for irregularities induced the com- 
missary sergeants, civilian employees and 
teamsters to engage in the business of 
selling commissary supplies. The method 
by which. this was accomplished was: 
Orders would be given by a commissary 
Sergeant in charge of a warehouse for 
delivery to the civilian‘teamster of cer- 
tain goods. This teamstér would deliver 
the goods to parties to whom they had 
been previously sold’ by some other indi- 
vidual in the consviracy, and the money 
would be divided pro rata among. the men 
engaged in it. The lax methods of Ma- 
jor Davis, the former depet commissary, 
and of Captain Read allowed the system 
to go on. Major West, fn reporting upon 
the general conditions, recommended that 
& commissioned officer be placed in 
charge of each warehouse, and he would 
then be responsible for the property. 


Purchase Privileges Abused. 


From a report made by Colonel Wood- 
ruff, it appears that he became satisfied 
that the purchase privileges of the com- 
missary stores in Manila were being 
abused. This induced him to make an 
investigation, and it was found that flour, 
bacon and other supplies were being sold 
in Manila. It also was found that the 
rations not used by the troops were be- 
ing disposed of and this was attributed 
largely to the sales made by the return- 
ing volunteers. Colonel Woodruff also 
found that Read had accepted rebates 
from a cigar dealer, and through a naval 
Officer had solicited @ percentage from 
vegetable contractors. Colonel Woodruff 
also found that there was stealing to a 
certain extent on the lighters, something 
that was very hard to’ prevent, owing to 
the conditions prevailing in ..nanila harbor 
and the methods of unloadine goods from 
the transports to the lighters and thence 
to the shore. 

It is stated that the men who engaged 
in the peculations expected to cover the 
losses bv boards of survey, which would 
report certain losses of stores, but fixing 
no responsibility, as there has been a loss 
in the shipments of goods to Manila, and 
their delivery to the troops, losses which 
are said to be unavoidable. 

Filipinos Are Discomtented. 


Manila, May 24.—The discontent among 
the natives at the appointment of Ameri- 
can judges and alleged discriminations in 
the civil service in favor of Americans is 
finding expression, encouraged by some 
of the native judges, who are aware that 
the’ reorganization of the judiciary will 
result in the loss of their positions. 

Judge Ner, of the court of first instance 
of Tondo, one of the leaders of what is 
beginning to be called the radical wing 
of the federalists, declared today that if 
such things continue there will be a sec- 
ond revolution. Some of the prominent 
federalists ridicule the prediction. 

After a conference with General Mac- 
Arthur, General Trias has undertaken ne- 
gotiations at Lucban for the surrender of 
General Cailles, which is daily expected. 


Union Pacific Bonds Sold. 

New York, May %4.—It was sem)-official- 
ly. reported in Wall street today that the 
$60,000,000 new issue of Union Pacific 4 
per cent bénds had been sold to a syndi- 
cate, presumably Kuhn, Loeb & Co. No 
statement was made, however, as to 
whether or not these bonds had been dis- 
posed of for Northern Pacific stock re- 
cently acquired in the interest of Union

Heartrending. 


Enoxvillie, Tenn., May 2%.—Reports 
from upper east Tennessee indicate that 
high water in all the rivers is receding. 
Elizabethton, the wrecked town, pre- 
sents a terrible spectacle, and the faster 
the water recedes there the more serious 
becomes the situation. The Doe river 
has changed its course and is now run- 
ning through the residence section, , over 
the ruins of many homes. Some of the 
finest farms in that vicinity have been 
swept of their soil and barren rocks are 
appearing. 

Railroad communication was restored 
today between Johnson City and Eliza- 
bethton over the East Tennessee and 
Western North Carolina river. The towns 
of Allentown and Butler have been more 
or less devastated. All the stores in the 
former place were swept away and 1,000 
people are without food. A train of men 
on foot left Elizabethton this morning 
with supplies for these towns. The large 
mill of Miller & Savaga at Elizabethton 
was destroyed. Another dead body was 
found at Milligan, below Elizabethton, 
last night. It is that of a woman and is 
unidentified. This brings the dead up to 
fourteen. 

Citizens of Knoxville held a mass meet- 
ing this morning to raise.a relief fund. 
Six hundred dollars was subscrited and 
more will be secured. Mr. Miller, chair- 
‘man of the relief association at Eliza- 
bethton, wires: 

“Outside aid would be a godsend.”’ 

He prefers money to supplies. Other 
cities have been also called upon.

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O'CONNELL WILL IMITATE DEBS

Washington, ‘May 24.—President James 
O’Connell, of the International Aasocia- 
tion of Machinists, announced this: af- 
ternoon that he wou:d recommend to the 
next annual convention of machinists at 
Toronto, beginning June 3d, that a date 
be set for a nine-hour day without reduc- 
tion in wages on all the railroads of the 
country. On railroads which fail to com- 
ply with this demand a strike will be 
ordered. This recommendation will be 
made in Mr. O’Connell’s annual report. 

Mr. O’Connell says that such a strike 
would involve probably one hundred thou- 
sand men, including forty thousand ma- 
chinists. the others being boiler makers, 
pattern ‘makers and semi-skilled work- 
men who work with the machinists jn the 
various shops, The policy will be to en- 


force the demand by tieing up practical- 
ly the entire mechanical service of the 


rogds:- It was simply a matter of policy, 


he said, that the railroads were not in- 
cluded in the present strike. Although a 
number of them are now involved, -none 
of the roads were originally contemplated 
in the order declaring the present strike. 
Mr. O’Connell says the convention doubt- 
less will fix a date when the nine-hour 
day must be in operation, and he be- 
lieves this date shouid be some day in 
the autumn. 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon Mr. O’Con- 
neil said the outlook of the present strike 
was very gratifying. A report from Mem- 
phis, Tenn., announced the signature of 
six establishments there to the agree- 
ment. The headquarters of the strike 
have been shifted from Washington to 
Toronto, for which city President O’Con- 
nell left tonight. He will stope en route 
at Pittsburg. Buffalo and possibly some 
other city to confer with local strike iead- 
ers, and will take charge of the Toronto 
headquarters Sunday night.

In the Carolinas Great Damage Has 
Been Done by the 
Floods. 


Columbia, S. C., May 24.—(Special.)— 
News reached here this evening of the 
washing away of the Cliff hotel, six miles 
from Hickory, N. ¢€. This was a sum- 
mer resort, built on the Carolina and 
Northwestern railroad, where it runs 
along the banks of the Catawba river. 

A thousand flooded mountain streams 
poured into the Cataw’ba, and the river 
rose to an unprecedented height. The 
treat vohime of water rushed down the 
valley, carrying everything before it. The 
hotel was new and about to be opened. 
Tt had just’ been supplied with ‘$6,000 
worth of furniture. The big building was 
lifted up and carried down the raging 
river. 

At the same time three miles of the 
Tailroad station and water tanks were 
destroyed. Fortunately no one was in the 
hotel. Today half the building was seen 
in the river near Chester, 1% miles from 
Hickory. The Catawba washed away the 
Southern and Seaboard bridges. Tele- 
graph lines were washed away and com- 
munication with Hickory was cut off, 

Swept by Wind Storm. 

Trenton, Tenn., May 24.—The hardest 
wind storm that has visited Trenton in 
many years struck the town today. Hun- 
dreds of shade trees were blown down. 
The roofs of the Taylor-Ramari Milling 
Company and Birmingham’s Carriage and 
Machine repository and others were 
blown off. Hili’s barn was blown down, 
with some loss of live stock. Several 
residences were severely damaged by fall- 
ing trees.

HOW TO GAIN BEAUTY 
OF VOICE AND MOUTH 


Bv ALBERT GERARD THIERS, Vocal 

Specialist. 

Mere plumpliness is not beauty. True facial 
beauty is enhanced by lines of artistic physical 
expression. It has been one of my aims in 
vocal instruction to impress the importance 
of facial mobility in order to express the intent 
of the words and music more beautifully. 

It has been interesting to note the change in 
facial conformity and outline produced through 
pursuance of exercises especially directed to 
the muscles of the face as well as to the vocal 
organs, These labial exercises should be prac- 
ticed at least ten times each day; each one of 
the three should be enunciated ten consecu- 
tive times. This takes a little more than two 
minutes at each practice, It means ninety 
changes of muscle in that short time, or 900 


in about twenty minutes. 

If the idea of these exercises be followed out, 
three things will result, according to the dilli- 
gence of the student—beauty of the face, beauty 
of the voite and beeuty of speech. As a rule, 
French wumen are not beautiful, byt I have 
seldom seen one who, when she began to speak, 
did not cause me td lose sight of her featui<:3 
in watching the fascinating movement of her 
One may acquire this mobility by the 
practice of labial exercises. 

The French language is spoken on continu- 
ous vowels, and in it there are more vowel 
colorings than in English. The reason the Ital- 
jan is so beautiful in song is that nearly every 
syllable begins with a vowel propeller and ends 
with a vowel. Vocal art is prolonged vowels 
of speech propelled by consonants, The sounds 
a, e, 1, o and u when produced in the throat 
are all alike. It is the passage of the sound 
thrcugh the canal that gives it its vowel color. 
Prove it: Hold the lips open with the fingers, 
keeping the tongue and walls of the mouth 
and pharynx rigid, then try to utter the vowel 
sounds, You will hear that they are all alike.

In the production sounds there i@ little action 
of the facial muscles. When the sound ‘‘ah’’ 
is produced, the muscles are relaxed and the 
jaw somewhat fixed. However, !t is good exer- 
cise for the throat. In sounding ‘‘oh,’’ the 
muscle is vigorously exercised, and the angles 
of the lips are drawn forward. In ‘‘oo” the 
muscle which is especially active rises from 
the lower part of the outer angle of the eye, 
and is inserted into the muscular fibers of the 
lips, It draws. the angles of the lips, open, 
outward, backward and upward. In ‘‘oo’’ the 
muscles between the, nose and the lip carries 
it. upward and forward; the muscle below the 
lower lip carries it downward and. forward, 
while the sphincter muscle draws the angles 
of the lips forward. 

The consistent exercise of these muscles will 
cause their development and expression to the 
face, Not only is this exercise conducive to 
the development of features and added artistic 
beauty of expression, but it perfects articula- 
tion and expression in speech. In short, the 
systematic exercise of these muscles are just 
as important as that of the muscles of the body

THEIR SLOGAN 


Buffalo Conference Calls for a 
Permanent Organization, 


INTER-STATE COMITY ASKED 


Resolution Against Same Property 
Being Taxed by Two State Ju- 
risdictions Was Referred 
Back—Conference 
Adjourns. 


Buffalo, N. ¥., May %4—The taxation 
conference of the National Civic Federa- 
tion resumed its discussions of the ques- 
tions of taxation today, the topics of the 
day being taxation of mortgages and in- 
heritarces and local option in taxation. 
James R. Garfield, of Ohio, - presided. 
Frederick N. Judson, of St. Louis, the 
first speaker, spoke of taxation of mort- 
gages. ; 

The taxation conference adjourned this 
evening. The sense of its delegates in 
matters of taxation are contained in reso- 
lutions in substance as follows, and 
which, with the exception of the last 
paragraph, ware unanimously adopted: 

“It is the sense of this conference that a 
permanent organization be perfected for 
the promotion of interstate comity in tax- 
atioh and of tax reform in general; and 
to that end that a committee of fifteen be 
eppointed to act as an executive commiit- 
tee until another meeting of this confer- 
ence; that the executive committee be au- 
thorized to select a general committee cf 
one hundred, with at least one inember 
from each state; that the executive com- 
mittee be authorized to take proper steps 
for the collection and dissemination of 
information in regard to state and local 
taxnticn; that the conference recommends 
to the states the recognition and enforce- 
ment of the principles of interstate comity 
in taxation. 

“These principles require that the same 
property should not be taxed at the same 
time by two state jurisdictions, and to this 
end that, if the title deeds or other paper 
evidences of the ownership of property or 
of an interest in property, are taxed, they 
shall be taxed at the sites @f the prop- 
erty and not elsewhere; that the state 
end Iccal ravenues should be so separated 
és to methods and subject of taxation as 
to give to the counties and municipalitics 
the largest powers of local option in taxa- 
tion.”’ 

The last paragraph of the resolution 
was referred back to committee, which 
will report on the resolution at the next 
meeting of the confererce. 

One of the most interesting papess of 
the day was that of Lawson Purdy, secre- 
tary of the New York Tax Reform Asso- 
ciation. 


COUNCIL OF GOLDEN CROSS. 


Material Changes Made in Const*tu- 
tion of Order. 

Knoxville, Tenn., May 24.—Today the 
supreme council of the Golden Cross 
made material changes in the constitu- 
tion of the order. It accepted a proposal, 
in substance, requiring a total abstinence 
pledge of members; that all persons who 
are not habitual drinkers or who do not 
manufacture or deal in malt or spirituous 
liquors except for medicinal and scientific 
purposes sha]l be eiigfble to membership. 

The committee on laws and appeals 
recommended a change in the insurance 
feature, allowing members to take mini- 
mum pclicies of $250 instead of $500. 

The change was adopted by the su- 
preme commandery. Railway employees, 
heretofore barred, were permitted mem- 
bership.

Those who have not firm, perfect and intelll- 
gent control of the lips permit the tone while 
being prolonged to deteriorate in intonation, 
quality, power amd resonance.

Satisfaction and pleasure in listening to sing- 
ing is marred by not understanding the words 
and meaning of the singer. This is lack of 
enunciation and expression. After twenty 
years of singing and teaching, I have found 
that perfect enunciation and articulation is a 
cure for most vocal defects. This means the 
correct and mobile use of the lips. Whenever 
I have found my voice tired after protracted 
singing it was because I was not using my lips 
enough, The production of voice causes no 
fatigue if the lips form the tone properly. To 
properly form a tone it is necessary for the 
lips to be mobile, facile, sure and developed. 
This can be accomplished by correct direction 
and intelligent practice. 

Thought is more indicated by the lips than 
by the eyes. ‘The eyes may express the truth, 
but if you watch the lips uttering the lie you 
invariably notice an unnatural tenison about 
them. The attributes and propensities of our 
natures are in a measure indicated by the 
mouth. The thin, tense, undeveloped lips are 
often expressive of characteristics that © are

ONLY CORPSES ARE FOUND

Rescuers Are at Work, but They 
Find No Body with Life 
in It. 


London, May 2#4.~—An explosion occur- 
red this morning at the Universal Col- 
lery, at Senghenydd, in the Rhondda 
valley. About a hundred men were in the 
pit at the time of the disaster and there 
is little hope of saving the lives of any 
of them. 

The rescuers at the Universal] Colliery 
are working with great difficulty, owing 
to lack of air. Five bodies have been re- 
covered. The wreckage of the pit is 
complete, almost precluding hope that 
the imprisoned men can have survived. 
There are seventy-eight miners missing. 

The rescuers have found a few more 
bodies, but there is no hope that the sev- 
enty miners who are still entombed will 
be brought out alive 


Woman’s Rights. 


Chicago Journal: The passage of a law 
by the general assembly at its last ses- 
sion giving mothers, equally with fathers, 
the right of guardianship over minor chil- 
dren strikes off one of the last shackles 
from woman in which the common law 
bound her. “The parents of a minor shall 
have equal powers, rights and duties con- 
cerning the minor. In case the father 
and mother live apart, the court may, 
for good reason, award the custody and 
education of tue minor to either parent, 
or to some other -erson.”’ 

The progress of the emancipation of 
woman from a state of marital slavery 
and self-effacement before the law has 
been long and patnful. It was in 1792 that 
Marv Wollstonecraft struck the first blow 
for her sex in her:oence. celebrated book, 
“The Vindication.,of the Rights of Wo- 
men.’ This was'a plea for equality of 
education, a protest against the assump- 
tion that woman was only the plaything | 
companionship was the chief, as it is the 
lasting, happiness:of marriage. 

So far as this part of her work is con- 
cerned, it is unanswerable, and her argu- 
ments have lain at the base of all the 
reforms acccemplished in behalf of wo- 
man. Unfortunately she mixed up with 
her main theme several more dangerous 
and more questionable topics not usually 
mentioned in books for general circula- 
tion, discussing them with a plainness 
of speech and want of reticence that 
turned opinion against her. _But she 
Started a great movement that has gone 
on from that day to this, particularly in 
this country, until at last a married 
woman is on an equality with her hus- 
band before the law. She can dispose of 
her proverty by wii; her individuality is 
no longer merged in that of her husband; 
she can possess, mar@ge and convey her 
own real and personal property in a 
large proportion of the states; she has 
equal rights under the divorce laws; she 
is made Hable for family expenses, if she 
has a separate estate, and she can sue 
and be sued as if she were a single wo- 
man. 

It has taken years of hard and persist- 
ent labor and agitation to bring about 
these just and ecuitable reforms, but in 
Illinois at least they are at last accom- 
plished, as they are indeed in a large 
proportion of the states. Among those 
deserving of commendation for strenuous 
labor in behalf of this last reform is Mrs. 
Catharine Waugh McCulloch, of Chicago, 
whose active work and arguments at 
Svringfield did much to secure the pas- 
sage of the bill. Her penne entitled 
“Mr. Lex’’ is a most admirable presenta- 
tion of the wrongs of woman under the 
old law, which gave the father almost 
desnotic control over his children, while 
the mother was absolutely powerless.

POUND OF FLESH 


United States Fall To. Secure 
Reduction of Indemnity 


RUSSIA WANTS NO BONDS| 


Unless They Are Guaranteed by 
Powers and United States Will 
Not Agree to Such a 
Proposition—Cassini 
Visits Hill. 


Washington, May 2.—Count Cassini, 
the Russian ambassador, spent an hour 
with Acting Secretary Hill today and it 
is assumed that the Chinese negotiation 
was the burden of their talk. It has be- 
come apparent that Russia will find it 
inexpedient to close with the proposition 
to accept Chinese bonds at any of the in- 
terest figures mentioned as indemnity, 
unless there is an international guaranty 
and the United States finds it quite im- 
possible to assent to the latter. 

It is now nearly certain that by China’s 
own action in so weakly opposing; the 
demands of the ministers for an indem- 
nity amounting to $337,000,000 the United 
States’ effort to secure any abatement of 
the claim has failed completely and 
China must submit to pay the total, or 
at least to agree to pay it, for there is 
grave doubt entertained here of her 
ability to do so. 

Since the reduction of the indemnity has 
been abandoned, it is assumed in the 
best posted Chinese quarters that au- 
thority will now be given China to raise 
her customs duties. 


AMERICAN LADY AS A LOOTER. 


Her Conduct Caused Scene at Con- 
ference of Envoys. 

Pekin, May 24.—The last general meet- 
ing of the diplomatic Corps Was the scene 
of a more acute phase of the controversy 
over looting. The question was raised 
by diplomats friendly to Lady McDonald 
who think a great injustice was done her 
by the supposed reference to her in one 
of General Chaffee’s letters upon the sub- 
ject of looting. 

Ministers of two European countries 
rose and made statements as to Lady 
McDonald’s behavior on the day of the 
visit of the allies to the forbidden city 
which were practically identical. 

They were with her throughout the day 
and declared that she left the palace 
without any plunder except a yellow ruse 
Plucked in the empress’s garden. 

“But,” they sail, ‘““‘we did, however, wit- 
ness one scene of looting which’ together 
with Lady McDonald we tried, but un- 
successfully, to prevent. 

‘In the palace we met the wife of an 
American accompanied by an American 
curio dealer. We suggested that the re- 


ception was exclusive for the members | 


of the diplomatie corps, but she persisted 
in taking the curio dealer, whose expert 
opinion she wanted upon some of the em- 
press’s ornaments. 

‘Reaching the pavilion the curio dealer 
said: 

‘‘ ‘Here, I am informed, the most valu- 
able porcelain is concealed.’ 

“In spite of the protests of Lady Mc- 
Donald and ourselves the wife cf the 
American tried to open the cupboards. 
Finally she called an American soldier 
who pried a‘cupboard open with his bayo- 
net where upon, not wishing to assist at 
a scene we could not prevent, we with- 
drew.” 

The American § representative the 
meeting made no reply. 

Decision Is Final. 

Berlin, May 24.—It is semi-officially as- 
serted that the resolution by the min- 
isters of the powers in Pekin not to re- 
duce the China indemrfty below 450,000,000 
taels, is final and also that China ac- 
cepts this, thus rendering approximate 
reimbursement of the expeditionary ex- 
penses of the powers certain.

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What’s Doing in Venezuela. 

The announcement that the asphalt 
trust has given employment to the five 
youths just expelled from West Point 
is interesting in view of the conditions 
prevailing in Venezuela, where the ex- 
cadets are to be sent. 

The asphalt trust. or more properly 
speaking, the New York and Bermudez 
Company, .which is fhe corpora- 
tion holding these Venezuela pfop- 
erties for the trust, is in trouble with 
the authorities of the South American 
republic, which is, in turn, in some 
complications with this government 
because of the clash of interests be- 
tween this particular company and an- 
other given a concession by President 
Castro. The controversy is one that 
ought to be settled by the Venezuelan 
courts, and the Venezuelan government 
has been insisting it should be settled 
there. The New York and Bermudez 
Company has protested against this, 
however, and for months has been en- 
deavoring to get the Uhiteq States to 
step in and run the internal affairs of 
the republic. Incidentally, the integ- 
Tity of the Venezuelan courts has been 
impugned by these estimable and pa- 
triotic gentlemen, who would, at heart. 
like to see this country contribute to 

le overthrow of the present govern- 

ment of Venezuela. 
- In this desire these gentlemen un- 
doubtédly have the sympathy of some 
men holding high office. but just how 
much this country .has become in- 
volved in the rivalry between the com- 
pany and Venezuela is not clear. There 
is an abundance of evidence:to ind» 
cate, however, that something very 
like a state of war exists in ‘the region 
of the disputed asphalt lakes. 

A lot of men who recently returned 
to this country, after a term of ser- 
vice for the New York and Bermudez 
Company, are quoted as having, said 
that while they went there to work, 
they found on arrival they were to act 
ag part of a small army which the 
company had guarding its property; 
that they were under arms all the

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General Corbin’s Vindication. 

The plea of guilty entered in the 
crimina] court at Washington by Or- 
lan Clyde Cullen, charged with the 
publication of an aHegeg criminal jibel 
against General Henry C. Corbin, ad- 
jutant general of the army, brings an 
end to a case which has attracted con- 
siderable attention. 

More than a year ago, when General 
Corbin first sought, elevation to the 
rank of major general, some enemy 
prepared, in circular form, a lot of 
charges reflecting upon him. The au- 
thorship of this circular has never, so 
far as is known, been established: but 
it was established that Mr. Cullen had 
sent copies of the circular to several 
persons. F 

General Corbin at once instituted 
proceedings for criminal libel. The al- 
legations contained in the circular con- 
sisted, for the most part. in attacks 
upon his military record, which the 
records of the department completely 
disproved; but there were also some 
reflections upon his character as a gen- 
tleman, and he naturally took the first 
possible opportunity to prosecute the 
man who had a part in their cireula- 
tion. 

Mr. Cullen at first indicated that he 
would endeavor to prove the allega- 
tions contained in the circular. When 
the case came up for trial, however. 
he withdrew his plea of ‘“‘not guilty” and 
entered one of “guilty,” accompanying 
this with an explanatory statement 
showing that he had no part in the 
preparation of the offensive circular; 
that he had in, no sense inspired it; 
that he had not known of any pur- 
pose to prepare it, and that his only 
connection with the matter was that 
he, finding some copies on his desk, 
had mailed six or eight copies to mem- 
bers of congress. 

His efforts to establish the truth of 
the charges had failed utterly. ‘In view 
of his plea and his statement and as 
an investigation by the military com- 
mittees of congress had proved. con- 
clusively that the circular was noto- 
riously untrue in the principal state- 
ments it contained, General Corbin 
consented to a suspension of the sen- 
tence of the court upon Cullen and to 
his release on his own recognizance. 
General Corbin’s success has aroused 
jealousy on the part of some men; he 
is in a position where many of his acts 
are liable to misconstruction by men 
aspiring to promotions or special hon- 
ors, and he is a man of great strength 
and force of character. Such a man 
in such surroundings is sure to make 
some enemies. It is difficult for any 
man in high place to escape calumny. 

The result of this trial is a complete 
vindication of the adjutant general. 


Ministerial Candidates Scarce. 

Both the northern and the southern 
general assemblies of the Presbyterian 
church are wrestling with the problem 
presented in the scarcity of young men 
who are today preparing themselves to 
enter ministerial work. 

At present there are not enough 
young men in attendance upon the 
various theologica] seminaries to meet 
the demands which the rapidly grow- 
ing area of Presbyterlanism makes 
upon them for men to carry on the 
work, and naturally the church is per- 
plexed and distressed over the outlook. 

But other denominations are like- 
wise troubled with this same problem. 
Methodists, Baptists and Episcopalians 
are also complaining that the num- 
ber of young men who are in train- 
ing for the ministry is entirely too 
small. Such being the case, it is evi- 
dent that there must be something in 
the character of the times which tends 
to discourage young men from enter- 
ing the work of the church. What {is 
the explanation of this change? 

We find that this question is much 
easier to ask than to answer. Perhaps 
commercialism will explain it in part. 
We do not like to think that piety is 
on the decline or that religion no 
longer holds its honored place among 
the masses of the people; but there 
can be no doubt of the fact that the 
money devil is making rapid inroads 
upon the spirituality of the age, and 
that consecration to high and noble 
ends is not as common today as it used 
to be. In every direction we are con- 
fronted with the dollar mark. Profes- 
sions and employment which are not 
remunerative are no longer attractive 
and others are preferred to them. Un- 
happily the ministry offers no great 
financial opportunities. In exchange 
for many hardships and sacrifices it 
gives aif income which, in, most cases, 
is extremely meager; consequently 
young men starting out in life, even 
when they come from Christian fire- 
sides, prefer to invest their brains and 
their energies in lines of work which 
will net them large finaricial gains, 
and they persistently ignore the 
church, whose vacant pulpits ~plead 
with them in vain. 
pou course it may be argued. that 


oung men who would be attracted into 

he ministry solely by the salary which 
it offers are not such recruits as would 
Build up the cause of’ Christianity.

‘ European Dissatisfaction. 

Evidences continue to accumulate of 
European unrest over the invasion by 
American e:;:mmerce of European fields. 

Not only the English experts who 
have made a study of the figures of 
commerce are raising the alarm, but 
from Germany comes the same cry 
against the Yankee terror. 

The Leipziger Tageblatt voices the 
German feeling in this way: 

It is no pleasant feeling to see some one 
whose progress we have watched with the 
superiority of a fatherly wellwisher zrad- 
ually outstrip us. As long as the giant 
America remained in its child’s shoes and 
amused itself at the expense of its old 
aunt Burope, but could not get along 
without her assistance, we were often ir- 
ritated at the youne boy which began to 
stretch out its strong, undisciplined 
limbs. We could not be seriously angry 
with him, however, because the stSonger 
‘nd larger he became the more he con- 
Sumed, and one must say this of him, he 
paid in ready ‘money for what he con- 
sumed. But the boy with the insatiable 
appetite has become a man in the mean- 
time, has got upon his own feet, and, like 
the man who would not marry. because 
he did not see why he should support the 
daughter of other people, voung America 
does not see why it should support the 
industries of foreign countries. America, 
whose industries were quite unimportant 
twenty years ago, has in the meantime 
reached the height where it can get 
along in most things without foreign im- 
ports. With a quickness almost without 
example in the history of civilization, an 
industry has been developed which, with- 
Out any old tradition, produces in many 
respects products worthy to be used as 
models. What is lacking in traditon is 
made up for twice and three times in ma- 
chines and talent for invention and organ- 
ization, more favorable conditions of pro- 
duction and cheaper raw material. 

It is difficult to do anything against this. 
We cannot forbid America to develop its 
industries and to expand the same with 
the help of its gigantic trusts to a dizzy 
height. We cannot prevent it, unfortu- 
nately, from placing a preposterous duty 
on manufactures which simnly cuts off all 
foreign competition; but what we should 
strongly fight against is being pushed out 
of our own market t- the underbidding 
of American industries. The importation 
of American goods into Europe is be- 
coming steadily more dangerous. 

Even in fancy articles, in which the 
European market has set the stvies for 
the entire world; the American manufac- 
turers are beginning to compete with the 
European. British calico vrints are also 
already receiving competition from 
America. As we hear, travelers of a 
known American house have offered 
American cotton stuffs in England with 
much success, and the London authorities 
declare them to be tasteful. and worth 
their price. 

But also in other ways than with the 
wholesale import America is becoming 
ominous to us. The enterprising country 
is making us haprv already with retail 
business of its own. The large shoe fac- 
tory of Julius Barthmann, in Newark, N. 
J., has decided to establish fifteen shoe 
stores in the large cities of Germany. 
The large department store proprietors, 
Siegel, Cooper & Co., intend to establish 
a branch in London. It ought to be time 
to consider how one can defend oneself 
against this dangerous competition. As 
we have already stated before, the only 
méans we see to protect ourselves from 
this threatened storm of American goods 
is a middle European, or, till better, a 
European tariff alliance against America, 
in case America does not prefer to adopt 
the policy of the open door and by a con- 
siderable reduction of its duties make it 
possible for foreign goods to compete in 
its own markets. 

This threat of a European tariff 
alliance against America has _ been 
made before, and that there will be 
retaliation unless the principle of reci- 
procity is put into practical effect there 
can be little doubt. This will, how- 
ever, come from individual nations. 

There is no likelihood—indeed, no 
possibility—of a combination of Eu- 
ropean nations on such a question as 
the tariff. The interests of the various 
nations are so diverse that such a com- 
bination is a practical impossibility. 
We are not, however, making our- 
selves very popular abroad when we 
decline to give Europeans a chance in 
our markets, though eagerly taking 
advantage of the opportunity, to get 
into theirs.

Now, re- 
pentance toward God and faith toward our 
Lord Jesus Christ alone can save the soul 
from sin and condemnation, Repentance is 
faith easting its shadow before the coming 
event of pardon and deliverance from sin. 

The rich man in hell (hades) realized that 
he was there because he did not repent of: his 
sins while in a state of probation, hence in 
crying to father Abraham in behalf of his 
five brethren on the earth, he said: ‘But if 
one went unto them from the dead they will 
repent.’” Luke xvi, 30. It dawned upon him 
that he was-not only in hell (hades) in tor- 
ments where the flame was unquenchable, but 
also in a ‘‘lone land of deep despair,” where 
there was no work of repentance, nor. device 


of a second probation, nor redeeming knowi-— 


edge of God, and where there was no wisdom 
that makes wise unto salvation. ‘Doubtless 
his motive for keeping his five brethren out of 
that ‘‘place of torment’’ was more selfish than 
sympathetic. When he lHved with them on 
earth his example did not lead them to re- 
pentance, because he did not repent himself; 
if they came to his ‘‘place of torment’’ they 
will only be swift witnesses against him, 
which would add to his horror and condem- 
nation forever. 

In the twenty-sixth verse of this chapter it 
is shown that there is ‘‘a gteat’’ impassable 
‘gulf fixed’’ between heaven and hell, and 
let us remember it is the King who makes 
the declaration by the mouth of Abraham. 
Even Voltaire, the great French infidel, de- 
clared that the difference between right and 
wrong was inherent and eternal, and that if 
men pursued the wrong they did it at their 
own peril, 

When Jesus says: ‘‘But whosoever speaketh 
against. the Holy Ghost it shall not be for- 
given him neither in this ‘world neither in the 
world to come,’’ He certainly teaches that for 
some sinners there is no forgiveness here and 
no hope beyond the grave, simply because they 
have sinned against and refused the help of 
the only Agent by whom their salvation could 
be effected. And so taking this view, this 
passage will not do to build our hopes upon 
for a ‘“‘second probation.’’ Mr, Boyd says: 
‘“Calvinistic theology is a sore burden too 
heavy for man to bear.’’ One correspondent 
has replied quite forcibly to this part of his 
letter. I make only a remark or two. I ama 
thorough-going American Methodist and sO 
have never felt the ‘‘burden of Calvanistic 
theology.’’ I do not believe that any human 
soul was ever doomed to hell because Adam 
fell, ‘‘The soul that sinneth it shall die,’’ is 
the plain declaration of God's word, Jesus, 
by the grace of God, tasted death for every 
man. Human souls are lost now because they 
reject by their impenitence and unbelief, the 
mercy of God as offered to all. men in Jesus 
Christ. ; 

But I would call attention to this: Some 
of the greatest and holiest and most useful men 
the church has ever given to the world were Cal- 
vanists, Think of Jonathan Edwards, George 
Whitfield, Edward Payson, C. H. Spurgeon, 
D. L. Moody and hundreds and thousands of 
others who have wrought righteousness in the 
earth and won countless souls to Christ, and 
the fruit of whose labors the whole world and 
the church enjoy today! 

And: now, Mr. Editor, I see another corre- 
spondent turns up from Augusta and writes on 
‘‘Hell Again,’’ and speaks of ‘‘idle vaporings,’’ 
and asks with a good degree of gravity, not to 
say ‘‘authority,’’ ‘‘Where does the license ob- 
tain to speak with authority upon this sub- 
ject?’ I refer him to an old bookscalled the 
Bible, which, like the headlight ofa locomo- 
tive, throws its rays far in advance of the 
moving train of our cliviligation. If I were 
to call this book the locomotive itself, head- 
light and all, drawing our great civilization, 
the figure would not be etrained. This is the 
most wonderful book that has been placed on 
the market during the last 6,000 years. let 
my good, friendly critic obtain a copy and 
read for himself, and find out where we ob- 
tain our license to speak with authority upon 
the subject of hell, and many other subjects.

ABOUT SUPREME COURT 
‘OF THE UNITED STATES 


When the supreme court of the United 
States was first organized it consisted of 
a chief justice and five associate jus- 
tices. These were nominated by Presi- 
dent Washington in a message to the 
senate, dated New York, September 24, 
1789, the original of which ts jn the office 
of the secretary of the senate and 
of which I made a copy’ several 
years ago. They were as follows: 
John Jay, of New York, chief jus- 
tice, and John Rutledge, of South Car- 
colina; James Wilson, of Pennsylvania; 
William Cushing, of Massachusetts; Rob- 
ert H. Harrison, of Maryland, and John 
Blair, of Virginia, associate justices. In 
the same message it may be incidentally 
mentioned that for the district of Ken- 
tucky Harry Innes was nominated for 
judge, George Nicholas, attorney, and 
Samuel McDowell, Jr., marshal. The first 
attorney sworn to practice in the supreme 
court was Elias Boudinot, a distinguished 
lawyer, who had been president of the 
continental congress, member of congress 
1788-9, and director of the mint, 1795-1805, 

In 179% Chief Jay resigned to become 
governor of New York, and July ist of 
that year General Washington appointed 
John Rutledge, who had been associate 
justice, 1789-91, as his successor. His is 
the only case of the office of chief justice 
having been filled by one who had been 
an associate justice. Judge Rutledge re- 
signed within less than a year, and on 
March 3d Washington sent a message to 
the senate nominating as chief justice 
Oliver Ellsworth, of Connecticut, ‘‘vice 
WiltNam Cushing, resigned.”’ But there is 
no record which I have been able to find 
nominating Cushing as chief justice, nor 
evidence that he ever qualified as such. 
Judge Elisworth filled the office of chief 
justice until 1800,.when he resigned. On 
‘he 20th of January. 1801, President Adams 
sent to the senate the following message, 
copied by me from the original: 

“January 20, 1801.—I nominate for chief 
justice, John Marshall, secretary of state, 
to be a chief justice of the United States 
in place of John Jay, who declined his 
appointment. JOHN ADAMS. 

Judge Marshall took ¢° oath of office 
on the 4th day of FeBruary following 
and remained in office continuously until 
his death in his eightieth year, July 6, 
1834. Of the associates who served on 
the bench with Judge Marshall were 
several whose terms of service were also 
very lengthy—William Johnson. South 
Carolina, 1804-34; Brockholst Livingston, 
New York, 1806-23; Thomas Todd, Ken- 
tucky, 1807-26; Joseph Story, Massachu- 
setts, 1811-45; Gabriel Duvall, Maryland, 
1823-43: Smith Thompson, New York, 1823- 
48, and John McLean, Ohio, 18-61. 

The message of General Jackson ap- 
pointing Roger B. Taney, of Maryland, 
chief justice to succeed Judge Marshall 
bears date December 18, 1835. Chief Jus- 
tice Taney was then fifty-seven years of 
age. He died in 1864, aged eighty-seven, 
and was succeeded -by Salmon P. Chase, 
of Ohio, who was appointed chief justice 
by President Lincoln, and who died in 
1873 at sixty-seven. As his successor 
President Grant appointed Morrison R. 
Waite, of Ohio, who died in office in 1588, 
to be succeeded by the present chief jus- 
tice, Melville W. Fuller, of [llinots. 

This it will be seen that in the H2 years 
since the * organization of the supreme 
court there have been but eight chief jus- 
tices, making the average term of ser- 
vice fourten years. When it is recalled 
‘that the combined terms of the three first 
covered only ten years and that in the 
remaining 102 years there have only been 
five, with one term unexpired, the office 
of chief justice will appear to be not only 
one of great honor, but also conducive to 
longevity. ‘Of associate justices there 
have been a total of fifty-one, seven of 
whom served over thirty years, twelve 
twenty years and over, and eleven ten 
years and over. The same salubrious 
conditions may be. said to extend to 
them. 

The chief justice who was oldest at the 
time of his death in office was Judge 
Taney, aged eighty-seven, while John 
Jay was the youngest on his retirement at 
fifty, surviving twenty-nine years. The 
oldest associate justice was Gabriel Du- 
vall, of Maryland, 1811-36, who resigned at 
eighty-four and lived to the age of nine- 
ty-six. The youngest was Benjamin R. 
Curtis, 1851-57, who was forty-two when 
appointed and resigned at forty-eight, 
surviving sixteen years. Of the seven 
dead chief justices the three first—Jay, 
Rutledge and Ellsworth—resigned and 
the remainder died in office. The average 
of their ages at the close of their service 
was a little over seventy years. Of the 
forty-three associate judges who have 
died, nineteen resigned and twenty-four 
have died in office. The average of their 
ages at the time of their death or resig- 
nation was a little aver sixty-six years. 


The present supreme court consists of 
the chief justice and eight associate jus- 
tices. Chief Justice Melville Weston Ful- 
ler was born in Augusta, Me., February 
11, 1823, and is a graduate of Bowdoin 
ecllege. He attended a course of law lec- 
tures at Hrrvard and was admitted to 
the bar in 1855. In 1856 he removed to 
Chicago, served two terms in the legis- 
lature and rose to prominence at the bar. 
He was appointed chief justice to succeed 
Judge Waite by President Cleveland, 
April 30, 1888, was confirmed July 20, 1888, 
and took the oath of office October s, 
fame year. In physical stature he is the 
smallest member of the court. He has a 
heavy suit of gray hair, which he wears 
Icng and is clean shaven except a white

moustache. He has a fine personal pres- 
ence and while not avstere presides with 
@gnity and grace. 

The senior associate justice in point of 
Service is Judge John Marshall Harlan, 
vho was born in Boyle county, Kentucky, 
Jvne 1, 1833, was graduated from Center 
college, Danville, in 1850, and had his legal 
ecucation at Transylvania university. 
He was a successful lawyer in Frankfort 
and Louisville and took an active part 


in State politics as a whig and republican, 


having been clected in 1863 attorney gen- 
eral of Kentucky. He is the only mem- 
ber of the curt with a federal war record, 
having been colonel of the Tenth Ken- 
tucky federal infantry and acting briga- 
dier. He was appointed associate justice 
by President Hayes to succeed Justice 
David Davis, November 0, 1877, and took 
his seat on the bench December 10th fol- 
iowing. Judge Harlan is of a command- 
ing stature, being over six feet in height. 
erect and vigorous: With his clean- 
shaven face and florid complexion, his is 
the rrost striking figure on the bench. 

The senior member of the court, in 
point of age, is Associate Justice Horace 
Gray, a native of Boston, Mass., where 
he was born March &, 1828. He is a 
graduate of Harvard both in the academic 
and law departments. He became re- 
porter of the supreme court of Massa- 
chusetts in 1854 and was afterwards as- 
sociate justice and chief justice of the 
Same court. He was appointed to his 
present position by President Arthur De- 
cember 19, 1881, to succeed Justice Na- 
than Clifford. Judge Gray is the tallest 
member of the court, being six feet four 
inches in height and a most accomplished 
jurist. 

Associate Justice David Brewer is a 
native of Smyrna, Asia Minor, where he 
was born June 30, 1837, during the resi- 
dence of his father and mother there in 
missionary service... He is a graduate of 
Yale college of the class of 1856, and Tre- 
ceived his law education at the Albanv 
law school. He removed to Kansas and 
was judge of the supreme court of that 
state when, in 1884, he was appointed 
United States circuit judge. In December, 
1889, he was appointed by President Har- 
rison associate justice of the supreme 
court to succeed Justice Stanley Mat- 
thews, and was commissioned December 
19, 1889. He is a nephew of the late Judge 
Stephen J. Field, with whom he served 
on the supreme bench nearly nine years. 

Judge Henry Billings Brown, the next 
ranking associate justice, was born in 
Massachusetts March 2, 1836, and was 
graduated from Yale college in 1856 of the 
same class with Judge Brewer, and of 
Which the late Colonel John Mason Brown 
and Chauncey M. Depew were members. 
He received his education in law at the 
Yale and Harvard law schools and re- 
moved in 1860 to Michigan and at the 
time of his appointment to his present 
position, was United States district judge 
for the “astern district of Michigan. He 
was appointed associate justice bv Presl- 
dent Harrison to succeed Justice Samuel 
F. Miller December 23, 1890, and entered 
upon his duties January 5, 1891. 

The fifth associate justice of the su- 
preme court is George Shiras, Jr., who 
was born in Pittsburg, Pa., January 22, 
1832, and is, as the two preceding jus- 
tices, a graduate of Yale college, from 
which he received his diploma in 1853, 
being a classmate of the writer. When 
he was a senior Justices Brewer and 
Brown were freshmen. His collegiate 
Standing was high in a class of 109, 
which numbered Andrew D. W hite, 
Wayne McVeagh, .Randall L. Gibson 
and many others since prominent in 
public life as among its members. He 
was long a leading member of the Pitts- 
burg bar and was appointed by President 
Harrison to succeed Justice Joseph P. 
Bradley in July, 1892, and took the oath 
of office October 10, 1892. 

The youngest member of the supreme 
court and the only incumbent from a 
strictly southern state is Assoclate Jus- 
tice Kdward Douglass White, who was 
born in the parish of La Fourche, La., in 
fovember, 1845., He. had his collegiate 
education at the Jesuit college in New 
Orleans and at Georgetown, D. C., col- 
lege, served in the confederate army, and 
began the practice of law in 1868. He 
was state senator in 1874, and judge of 
the supreme court of Louisiana in 1878. 
In 1891 he became United States sen- 
ator by election to a full term, but in 
1899 resigned to accept the office of 
associate justice by appointment of Pres- 
ident Cleveland and took his seat March 
12, 1894, as the successor of Justice La- 
mar. 

Justice Rufus W. Peckham was born in 
Albany county, New York, November §&, 
1838, and was reared to the law under the 
supervision of his father, a prominent 
lawyer of that state and Judge of the su- 
preme court. After a successiul career 
at the bar he was elected an associate 
judge of the ‘court of appeals, and re- 
signed that,office to accept mis present 
position, to which he was appointed by 
President Cleveland in December, 1895, to 
succeed Justice Howell R. Jackson — 

The junior fustice of the supreme court 
in point of service, and next to the young- 
est in point of age is Justice Joseph Mec- 
Kenma. of California, a native of Phila- 
delphia, where he was born August lv 
1843, Like Justice White, @ member of 
the Roman Catholic faith, he received his 
education in the best institutions of that 
sect in his State, and having studied law 
was admitted to the ba: in 1865. After 
serving in the state legislature several 
terms he was elected to the forty-ninth 
congress and re-elected three times, re- 
signing in his last term ty accept the ap- 
‘pointment of district attorney. This 
place also he resigned after the election of 
President McKinley to become attorney 
general, resigning that also upon his ap- 
poinftment December 16, 1897, as associate 
justice to succeed Justice Tield, and took 
his seat January 26, 1898. 

The average age of the associate jus- 
tices is sixty-three years. with seventy- 
three'as the maximum anda forty-six the 
minimum, while the age of the chief jus- 
tice is within a few weeks of sixty-eight. 
In both intellectual and physical vigor 
the court {is a strong one. With no over- 
shadowing intellect to dominate it, there 
is an unusual high average as regards 
collegiate and professional education. In 
point of geographical distribution, it ts 
the most sectional court in history.

ATLANTA 1S REPRESENTED 


William Roberson, of Local Union, 
Member of Committee—Strike 
Is Expected—Matter To 
Be Taken Up with 

‘ W. & A. Road. 


Interesting developments are expected 
next week in the strike of the machinists. 
A committee passed through Atlanta 
Thursday night en route to Washington, 
where it goes to present the demands of 
the machinists to. the officials of the 


‘Southern Railway Company and to con- 


fer with them in reference to effecting a 
settlement. Atlanta is represented on the 
committee by W. M. Roberson, secretary 
of the local union of machinists. 

The committee is composed of twelve 
members, representing twelve shops of 
the Southern throughout the south. As 
500M as a conference can be arranged be- 
tween the machinists and the officials of 
the road the demand will be presented, 
and it is expected that the decision of tie 
road will be known the first of next 
week, / 

Should the decision be adverse to the 
demand the machinists emp.oyed by the 
toad will be ordered out on a strike. The 
local union has as yet received no in- 
timation as te the probable action of the 
company, but it is expected that a strike 
will result. 

The Southern employs about one hun- 
dred machinists in its shops in this city, 
and if the demand js not acceded to the 
ranks of the local strikers will receive 
considerable addition. 

The matter has not yet been taken up 
with the Western and Atlantic road, put 
it is expected that it wil] be in. a short 
time. That road also employs a number 
of machinists, but the opinion prevaltls 
that the conference will result satisfac- 
torily and that no trouble will result. 

The Southern and Western and At- 
lantic are the only railroads having shops 
in Atlanta; The Seaboard Air-Line em- 
ploys one machinist in its yards at How- 
ell's station, a short distance from the 
city, and he struck when the strike went 
oe on that road.

Union, delivered an enthusiastic address 
to the men in which he advised them to 
remain firm. —

HART KNOCKS OUT CREEDON.

Louisville, Ky., May 2.—Marvin Hart, 
of Louisville, tonight knocked out Dan 
Creedon, of Australia, in the sixth round 
of a twenty-five round bout before the 
Southern Athietic Club.

Like a 
flash some one struck Sullivan on the 
head and a rough and tumble fight was 
started with half a dozen rubbers, bottle 
holders and backers in the mix-up.: The 
police, with clubs, finally restored order 
and-the fight. was awarded to Hart.

‘These returns have not yet been ac- 
cepted by the comptroller general, and 
wili not be until certain differences are 
gettied with reference to the value of the 
real estate owned by the Southern in At- 
lanta, Macon and Rome. The tax as- 
sessors for these cities have valued the 
Southern’s real estate within their Hmits 
considerably; above the valuations given 
it by the Southern officials, and the as- 
sessors have notified the comptroller gen- 
eral of the value they have placed on the 
property. 

As an illustration, the Southern has 
returned its real estate for all lines en- 
tering Atlanta at $131,100, while the At- 
lanta assessors have valued it at $346,800. 
“There are some slight reductions to be 
made jn the latter figures, but still they 
will be way above those furnished by the 
road. The Southern officials claim that 
a large part of their real estate is cov- 
ered by sidetracks, which are given in at 
the rate of $3,250 per mile, and that this 
will considerably reduce the value of the 
real estate. 

Similar differences, though the amounts 
are much smaller, are found in Macon 
and Rome. Comptroller General Wright 
says he will not accept these returns un- 
‘til the differences have been harmon- 
ized, He wants the two. valuations 
brought nearer in accord. 

Another question in connection with the 
Southern’s returns which the comptroller 
general says he will investigate is a new 
point raised by the Southern. It has re- 
duced the returns on its two bridges at 
Augusta, claiming that half of these 
bridges are in South Carolina, and taxes 
on that portion of them must be paid in 
that state. This is a mooted point, and 
the comptroller general is also anxious 
to arrive at some conclusion with regard 
to it before passing finally on the returns. 

- The Plant System Figures. 

Chairman J. H. H. Osborne, of the city 
tax assessors of Sayannah, was in the 
city yesterday and called on Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright with reference to 
the returns made by the Plant system on 
its real estate and other property located 
within the limits of the city of Savannah, 

The Piant system, as was stated in The 
Constitution some days ago, returned all 
of its property, including wharf property, 
in the city of Savannah at $132,017. The 
comptroller general had heard at that 
time that the Savannah assessors were 
far from satisfied with that return and he 
has waited to hear from them. 

_ According to the figures presented by 

Mr. Osborne the city assessors had put 
down the property in Savannah at $548,700. 
In going over the returns made to him 
Comptroller General Wright showed Mr. 


Osborne where two items would reduce 


the latter’s figures to $483,700, but with 
these corrections Mr. Osborne insisted 
that the valuations of the Savannah as- 
Sesso0rs were right. The Savannah as- 
sessors put the Plant system's wharf 
Property at $143,000, more than .the road 
—-r all of its real estate in Savannah 
or. 

Comptroller General Wright hopes: to 
get all of these railroad returns straight- 
ened out within the next few days. He 


believes that ultimately a basis will be ‘| 


reached upon which these returns can be 
made aDpnually, and that disputes regard- 
ing them can ultimately be done away 
with. So far this year, however, it looks 
as if there will be two or three arbitra- 
tions before all of the returns are finally 
accepted. —

TO A WILD, FREE LIFE 


T has never been denied that Grant 
| par was an exceedingly charming 
place to visit. Some people spend a 
great deal of their leisure hours at the 
popular resort, but even they do not 
have to be driven from the ground. They 
know when its time to leave and waste 
no time in getting back to the city. 

But it is vastly different with Abe. That 
is the euphonious name bestowed upon 
the big buzzard that makes his head- 
quarters at the park, and in a mild way 
considers himself one of the most valued 
attaches of the place. The park hands 
tried to drive Abe away, but without 
success. 

Then the board of park commissioners 
passed resolutions prohibiting him from 
entering the grounds. This action had 
no effect. Abe circled about the park as 
usual and alighted wherever and when- 
ever he pleased. If any one tried to use 
main force to put him out of the park it 
only provoked a fight and the big bird 
usually came out winner. 

Finding that resolutions were of no 
avail the park commissioners have de- 
cided that Abe shall keep up his residence 
at Grant park as long as his buzzardship 
shall so elect.

Cages were built for them at the lower 
end of Lake Abana and there they grew 
wise and fat at the city’s expense. It its 
doubtful if any of the animals and birds 


at the park attracted more attention than 
did old Abe and his dingy consort. 

Every Georgian is more or less familiar 
with the buzzard, but few people have 
been vouchsafed the honor of a closer 
acquaintance than thirty or forty feet. 
Not that buzzards are so much opposed 
to meeting mankind half-way in a mat- 
ter of this kind, but the fault is usually 
on the other side. 

So it came about that those who travel- 
ed to the park for a look at the two big 
specimens of the Georgia eagle remained 
at a respectable distance and. admired 
the birds exceedingly. For three long 
years the buzzards occupied the atten- 
tion of the park board. The birds were 
eating food at the rate of about 47 cents 
a day and the matter became serious, 

With many tears the. board finally de- 
cided that the only thing to do was to 
tear down the cages and give the birds 
to their natural home—the air. Accord- 
ingly the park hands were instructed to 
release the captives. This was done, but 
the birds did not know how to fly. Na- 
ture soon came to their relief, however, 
and it was not long before the two were 
sailing gracefully around the cyclorama. 

Old Abe enjoyed the novel experience, 
but he was loath to leave the park where 
he had been rearec. His coquetish con- 
sort had no such sentimental feelings, 
and as soon as she became sure upon the 
wing left for parts unknown. She has 
never been heard from since, although 
that was more than three itonths ago. 
Abe consumed no time in mourning her 
loss, but set to work to make himself 
comfortable.

Independent producers shew a disposition to 
work along the same lines and the net resvit 
is less scrambling to get orders placed, but 
no indication that the actual demand is any 
smaller. Notwithstanding much talk of dull- 
ness in pig iron. - Bessemer is firmly’ held at 
$16.75. delivered at Pittsburg, or $16 at val- 
ley furnaces. Foundry irons are somewhat 
easier. All lines of finished steel are crowded 
to the limit of productive capacity. 

Although slightly smaller than in the two 
preceding phenomenal weeks, shipments of 
boots and shoes from the east were more than 
100,000 cases,: and far in excess of the same 
week in earlier years. 

Leather has been strong, and belting butts 
are scarce. Cheaper grades of upper leather are 
less active, owing to the better demand for 
giazed kid and calfskin. 

Textile fabrics exhibit the least animation, 
and conditions at Fall River cotton mills are 
far from encouraging, further reduction in time 
and possibly in wages being under discussion. 

Woolen mills exhibit a little more activity 
and buy raw materials. 

In the face of better domestic crop prospects, 
wheat quotations continue firm, injury in Ger- 
many affecting foreign markets. Atlantic ex- 
ports have been large for the past week, in- 
cluding flour, amounting to 3,692,413 bushels, 
against 2,173,356 bushels in the same week 
last year and 1,646,624 bushels in 1899. 

Speculation in May corn has quieted down, 
but the general level of this cereal continues far 
above normal prices and more liberal receipts 
have been attracted to interior cities. For the 
week 3,667,042 bushels were received, against 
1,694,784 bushels last year. On the other 
hand, foreign buying Is restricted, Atlantic ex- 
ports being only 1,436,899 bushels, against 
3,534,673 bushels a year ago. 

Comparative quiet prevails as to cotton. Re- 
ceipts continue liberal, spinners are buying 
little and there is a steady improvement in re- 
ports of the current crop condition. 

Failures for the week numbered 180 In the 
United States, against 185 last year, and 22 itn 
Canada, against 20 last year. 

Bradstreet’s Review. 

New York, May 24.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: 

The general situation fs still largely a favor- 
able one, the primary encouraging feature be- 
ing the fine outlook for the country’s crop. 
General distribution, retarded hitherto by 
the backward spring, has been stimulated by 
warm, sunny weather. Industrial conditions 
head the list of disturbing features, but con- 
fidence in conservatism and good counsel is 
widespread, and the effect upon general busi- 
ness exerted by the largest number of men 
idle for several years past has been appar- 
ently minimized. 

Reports as to quiet trade in iron and steel 
come from the east, where demand for pig 
iron is a hand-to-mouth character. No special 
activity is looked for, however, in this branch 
because large consumers are well supplied. 
Indeed, Pittsburg furnaces are booked well 
into July. The demand for finished products 
is as heavy as ever, structural ma- 
terials, bars and plates being in espe- 
clally good demand with premiums paid 
for quick delivery and a large new business not 
accepted because of the inability of manu- 
facturers to promise immediate shipments. The 
only accumulation noted in pig iron is in the 
lower foundry grades, and this is especially 
notable as regards the southern product. 

Good reports come from the western hard- 
ware trade, the. demand in building lines for 
barbed wire fencing being especially active with 
prices well held. 

Anthracite coal notes much strength, and 
demand is good, lower prices in the future be- 
ing apparently out of the question. The south- 
ern coal frade is quieter. 

The boot and shoe and allied trades note 
considerable activity in manufacturing lines. 
Eastern shoe shipments have again exceeded 
the 100,000 case mark, and the total for the 
season is now nearly 50,000 cases ahead of last 
year. 

Leather finds ready purchasers among manu- 
factures east and west, and stocks do not ac- 
cumulate. Sole leather prices are at ful] quo- 
tations, which show a substantial advance over 
some time ago, while upper leather ts firm. 
Hides are steady at the west, but easier in 
eastern markets. 

Such unanimity as to good crop reports has 
rarely been seen at this period of the year. 
Much was made in speculative grain circles of 
dry weather at the northwest, but recent rains 
have placed that section in a very favorable 
condition as regards the spring wheat. From 
the winter wheat belt reports continue very 
optimistic, especially favorable advices being 
received. from Kansas, which promises a yield 
of 100,000,000 bushels, and the only anxiety 
expressed is for a sufficient supply of labor to 
harvest the enormous crop. 

Recent rains. while retarding retail 
have helped the corn and cotton crons. 

The feature of the week: in textiles is a 
perceptible improvemeit. in the tone of most 
cotton goods, which are in rather better de- 
mand at large eastern markets. This, of 
course, does not apply to the print cloths sit- 
uation, which is one of excessive stocks, cur- 
tailed production and of goods gelling below 
cost in many instances. Export shipments of 
cotton goods are heavy, although new business 
is lighter. 

Raw cotton is a fraction higher on the 
week, but outside interest is still small, and the 
fear of a corner in July deters operations in 
that and other old crop months. 

There is more doing in new wool at all mar- 
kets and manufacturers remain hopeful, al]- 
though new demand for goods is still disap- 
pointing. Especially good advices come from 
wholesalers and jobbers in silks and the raw 
silk market tends higher on better demand.

New York, May 24.—A final spurt of strength 
and activity in the stock market was all that 
saved the day being the dullest tn the amount 
of business done since the November election. 
As it was business was well down toward the 
minimum, and was besides largely congested 
in a few stocks, The tobacco stocks, American 
and Continental, were the feature of the mar- 
ket. The volume of business in them grew 
as the advance progressed, and all of the 
room tracers, hungry for a stock that would 
move easily, tailed onto the movement.

The guests invited to speak on the oc- 
casion were Rev. Dr. W. W. Landrum, 
Burton Smith, Vice President Bradley, 
of Emory college, and Chancellor W, B. 
Hill. 

Dr. Landrum made a short but charac- 
teristically happy address on the pre- 


‘sentation of the portrait of Governor 


Candler. 

“Tf a man desires to be great,’’ said Dr. 
Landrum, ‘‘he should select his own an- 
cestors. Blood tells in men as well as 
horses. And this is what Governor 
Candler has done. Of staunch revolu- 
tionary stock he has that sturdy Scotch 
blood that so often makes for statesman- 
ship.”’ . 

Dr. Landrum recalled the early days 
when Candler as a young man chose the 
calling of teacher, which so fr@quently in 
the history of great men is the starting 
point of an illustrious career, the coun- 
try schoolhouse often leading to the 
presidential chair. 

In his estimate of the man Dr. Lan- 
drum emphasized his courage, candor, 
honesty, loyalty and especially his high 
regard for temperance, 

Asa W. Candler, in behalf of the ex- 
ecutive committee, presented the portrait 
of Alexander H. Stephens, giving a brief 
but interesting sketch of the great states- 
man. Mr. Lindsay Robb, also of the 
committee, received the portrait in behalf 
of the school. 2 

Burton Smith, whose interest in the 
high school boys, both as a former stu- 
dent and as an aider and associate in 
their athletic training, puts him in close 
sympathy with their interests, then made 
a few well chosen remarks. He com- 
mended to the admiration and emulation 
of the students the indomtable will and 
energy of a spirit grand enough to 
triumph over the great physical infirmi- 
ties of Stephens. 

Harris Portrait Presented. 


Willis E. Ragan, Jr., a member of the 
committee, whose efforts aided material- 
ly in securing the means to procure the 
portraits, made a speech in presenting 
the portrait of Joel Chandler Harris. Mr. 
Ragan gave an appreciative sketch of 
Mr. Harris, who through his works has 
so immortally preserved and portrayed 
the old south in literature and in the 
hearts of the people. 

Lucian Gartrell Baird received the por- 
trait in behalf of the’school, making an 
appropriate speech, commending the pro- 
priety of placing among the other re- 
nowned portraits the familiar features of 
the great and beloved writer. 

President H. 8S. Bradley, of Emory col- 
lege, made an address, relating at some 
length the career and early life of the 
distinguished author and giving some 
well rendered quotations from his works. 

Mr. Bradley said that all through the 
north he had found that Joel Chandler 
Harris is the best known southerner. 
Where strangers may foe hazy as to the 
personality of such men as Benjamin 
Hill, Toombs, or even Grady, the author 
of “Uncle Remus” is known and loved 
all over the world. 

‘“‘Better known by his nom de plume 
than by what Uncle Remus would call 
his ‘own forgiven name,’ if he had done 
nothing more than create Uncle Remus 
and the ‘little boy’ he would live in his- 
tory as truly as does the author of ‘Para- 
dise Lost’ or the ‘Essay on Man,’” said 
Mr. Bradley. ‘“The man who could read 
some of Harris’s stories without a tear 
on his cheek or a frequent heart leap 
would need emotional regeneration,” con- 
cluded Mr. Bradley.
